HISTORY 


OF THE 


OFFICES OF THE SECRETARIES OF STATE. 
1253 to 1868. 


THE earliest mention of a Secretary to The Sovereign occurs in the 37th year 
of the reign of Henry III, 1253. 

There was only one Principal Secretary of State until the 30th year of the reign 
of Henry VIII, 1539, when the number was increased to two, both being of equal 
rank and authority. 

Upon the union with Scotland, in the 6th year of the reign of Queen Anne, 
1708, a third Principal Secretary of State was added, viz., for Scotch Affairs, but 
this appointment ceased in January, 1746. 

In the 8th year of the reign of George III, 1768, January 20, a Principal 
Secretary of State for the American or Colonial Department was added, but this 
appointment was abolished in 1782. 


At the time when only two Principal Secretaries of State existed, the duties were 
divided between the North and South Departments—the Northern Department, or 
Province, included the Low Countries, Germany, Denmark, Sweden, Poland, Russia, 
&e.; and the Southern Department, or Province, France, Switzerland, Italy, Spain, 
Portugal, and Turkey, &c. 

In the 17th year of the reign of George III, 1782, March 27, the terms 
‘“‘ Northern”? and “ Southern” were discontinued; when the duties were divided 
between the “‘ Home” and “ Foreign’ Departments—the affairs of Ireland and the 
Colonies devolving upon the elder of the two Secretaries. 7 


In the 29th year of the reign of George III, 1794, July 17, a Principal 
Secretary of State for War was appointed ; and the business of the Colonies, which 
had hitherto been carried on at the Home Department, was transferred to that 
Secretary, March 17, 1801. 

In the 17th year of the reign of Victoria, 1854, June 12, a Fourth Principal 
Secretary of State was appointed, when the business of the War Department was 
separated from the Colonial Department. 

In the 22nd year of the reign of Victoria, 1858, eptember 2, on the abolition 
of the East India Company’s Charter, a Fifth Principal Secretary of State was 
appointed for the Affairs of India. 

There are now Five Secretaries of State, viz., for the Home, Foreign, Colonial, 


War, and India Departments.

captured a standard, and again against the entrenched 
heights of Orimendi (slight contusion), in March, 1837 ; 
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was present during the battle of March 16, (for which he 
was promoted to be Colonel); was appointed to the com- 
mand of the 9th and 10th Regiments, styled the 
‘ Royal Irish,” March 20, 1837; was present in the 
action near Agniri; led the Royal Irish against the 
fortified town of Hernani, and was the first to scale 
the walls, thereby gaining the prize of 20 reals per 
diem offered by Espartero, Duke of Victory, to the 
man who should be first over the walls; he captured 
the colours of the Regiment that defended the town- 
hall; was present at the siege and storm of Irun and 
surrender of Fuentarabia, and at the taking of An- 
doain. Was granted, October 9, 1837, Her Majesty's 
Royal licence and permission to accept and wear the 
Cross of the First Class of the National and Military 
Order of Saint Ferdinand, which the Queen Regent of 
Spain was pleased to confer upon him, in testimony of 
her Royal approbation of his conduct, in the action of 
May 5, 1836. Was granted, March 1, 1839, Her 
Majesty's Royal licence and permission to accept and 
wear the Cross of the Second Class of the National and 
Military Order of Saint Ferdinand, which the Queen 
Regent of Spain was pleased to confer upon him, in 
testimony of Her Catholic Majesty's Royal approbation 
of his services, at the assault and capture of Irun, May 
16 and 17,1837. Was granted, February 5, 1848, Her 
Majesty’s Royal licence and permission to accept and 
wear the insignia of a Knight of the Number Extraor- 
dinary of the Royal and Distinguished Order of Charles 
the Third, which the Qneen of Spain was pleased to 
confer upon him, in consideration of his services in the 
field when actively employed in the service of Her 
Catholic Majesty. Is on the half.pay list of the Indian 
Army. Was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel of the 8rd 
or Royal Westminster Light Infantry Regiment of 
Middlesex Militia, May 6, 1853. Was appointed 
by the Earl of Clarendon to proceed to Turkey in 
1853 with a staff of British officers for the purpose 
of serving with the Turkish Army. Early in 1854, 
as “Behram Pacha,” he joined the army at Shum- 
‘lah, commanded by Omer Pacha; in June of that. 
year, when Silistria was hard pressed by the Russians, 
and preparing to surrender, he, (without receiving 
orders), threw himself, at the head of 6,000 men, into 
the fortress for the relief of the garrison, and the Rus- 
sians soon afterwards raised the siege; he then marched 
on Turtakan to oppose a threatened attack from the 
Russians; was in the battle of Georgevo (July 7,) 
where the Turks crossed the Danube from Roustchouk, 
and gained a complete victory over the Russians; he 
persuaded Hassan Pacha immediately afterwards to 
seize and occupy the heights of Slabodzie, and where 
Omer Pacha, .on his arrival, formed an entrenched 
camp; was at the occupation of Georgevo and Bu- 
carest in 1854; took a Division of the Turkish Army 
in December, 1854, to Eupatoria, where he was 
incessantly engaged strengthening and restoring the 
defences of the place; accompanied Omer Pacha’s 
force to Sebastopol, and was present at the bombard- 
ment in April, 1855. Has received four medals, with 
that of the Crimea, and in October 1858 the 2nd 
class of the Order of the Medjidie from the Sultan. 
The Queen was, December 5, 1856, pleased to confer 
upon him a Ferik in the service of His Majesty the 
Sultan, the equivalent honorary rank of Lieutenant- 
General, such honorary rank, however, to confer no 
privilege as a British general officer.

The escort left 
with the wounded, had, by casualties, been reduced to a 
few stragylers, and being entirely separated from the 
column, this small party with the wounded were forced 
into a house, in which they defended themselves till it 
was seton fire. They then retreated to a shed a few 


yards from it, and in this place continued to defend 


themselves for more than twenty two hours, till 
relieved. At last only six men and Mr. Home re- 
mained to fire. Of four officers who were with the 
party, all were badly wounded, and three are since 
dead. The conduct of the defence during the latter 
part of the time devolved therefore on Mr. Home, and 
to his active exertions previously to being forced into 
the house, and his good conduct throughout, the safety 
of any of the wounded and the successful defence is 
mainly to be attributed.” He served in China during 
the war in 1860, and was appointed Surgeon to the 
Earl of Elgin and his Special Embassy.

*Hoop, THomas SamMvEL, 

entered the Navy in 1804; was appointed, in 1817, 
Secretary to the Naval Commander-in-Chief in the East 
Indies, and also Deputy Judge Advocate ; was appointed 
Consul at Monte Video, October 10, 1823, and Consul 
General, August 18, 1830; retired upon a superannua- 
tion allowance, February 8, 1843; in 1846, was employed 
by the British and French Governments on a Special 
Mission to the River Plate, when he negotiated the 
bases of a Treaty which was subsequently concluded 
between Great Britain and the Argentine Republic. 


*Hoprr, Wiuuian, U.., 
was appointed Ensign in the 7th Royal Fusiliers, 
January 6, 1855; Lieutenant, March 23, 1855; was 
sent out in charge of 250 men of the Land Transport 
Corps to the Crimea in May, 1855, where he joined 
the Head Quarters of his Regiment; formed one of 
the storming party at the capture of the Quarries, June 
7, 1855; was present at the storming of the Redan, 
June 18 and September 8, 1855 ; received the Crimean 
medal and one clasp; the Sardinian war medal for 
saving the “ Windmill’ Magazine on the occasion of 
the explosion of the French and English Siege Trains 
of the Right Attack, November 15, 1855, for which he 
also received the thanks of Major-General Van Strau- 
benzee, Commanding 1st Brigade of the Light Division, 
and of Colonel St. George, R.A., Commanding Siege 
Train; Her Majesty was graciously pleased to confer 
upon him the decoration of the Victoria Cross, in con- 
sequence of the act of bravery performed by him before 
the enemy June 18, 1855, as shown by the following 
extract of the London Gazette of May 5,.1857, viz. :— 
“‘ After the troops had retreated on tlie morning of the 
18th of June, 1855, Lieutenant W. Hope being in- 
formed by the late Sergeant-Major William Bacon, who 
was himself wounded, that Lieutenant and Adjutant 
Hobson was lying outside the trenches badly wounded, 
weut out to look for him, and found him lying in the 
old agricultural ditch running towards the left flank of 
the Redan. He then returned,and got four men to bring 
him in. Finding, however, that Lieutenant Hobson 
could not be removed without a stretcher, he then ran 
back across the open space to Egerton's Pit, where 
he procured one, and carried it to where Lieutenant 
Hobson was lying. All this was done under a very 
heavy fire from the Russian batteries.” He resigned 
his Commission March 3, 1857 ; wasnominated Attaché, 
February 12, 1857, and was appointed to Washington, 
September 14, 1857; was one of the officers selected, 
March 2, 1858, to receive the medal presented by His 
Majesty the King of Sardinia, to the British Army 
engaged in the late war in the East, for the following 
services, viz.,—‘ At the great explosion of the French 
siege train, Novembef 15, 1855, Lieutenant Hope was 
conspicuous for his coolness and activity, when in 
charge of a fatigue party, to cover the mill with wet 
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blankets ; the roof had been blown off, and 160 tons 
of gunpowder were exposed to the fire of burning 
materials, rockets, &c.; hé mounted the mill, and by 
his conrage and example saved the magazine, which 
was momentarily expected to explode, and preserved 
the lives of probably hundreds of the Light Division. 
His conduct received the marked encomiums of the 
authorities.” Was transferred to The Hague, January 
21, 1859; was Chargé des Archives at The Hague 
from July 6 till July 31, 1859. Resigned, in March 
1862. 


*Hoppner, RicHARD BELGRAVE, 
was a Clerk in the Foreign Office, from January 54, 
1801, to October 4, 1814, when he was appointed Consul- 
General at Venice, and retired, April 5, 1825, upon a 
Superannuation Allowance; was Acting Consul-General 
at Lisbon from December, 1830, to August, 1833. 


Hore, Caprain EpwARD GEORGE, B.NX., 
entered the Royal Naval College in February, 1836, 
and the Royal Navy March, 1837. Served as Mid- 
shipman,in the Princess Charlotte,in the Mediterranean, 
and the Castor, during the operations in Syria, 1840, 
including the Capture of St. Jean D’Acre, and Tyre ; he 
assisted in planting the Ottoman flag, and in destroying 
the guns on the ramparts of Caiffa, September 14, 1840, 
for which he was mentioned in the Gazette. Passed 
examinations for Lieutenant in August, 1842. Served 
as Mate in the Queen, in the Mediterranean, and in 
the Expedition to the Xantheos, Asia Minor, in search 
of Antiquities. Was promoted to be Lieutenant Jan- 
uary 18, 1846. Served in several vessels in the West 
Indies ; and was appointed to the Command of the 
Viper, on that Station, October 13, 1846. Served as 
Senior Lieutenant of the Conflict, in the Baltic, and 
for some time as temporary Acting Captain, on the 
death of Captain Foote. Was mentioned in the Ga- 
zette for the Capture of Russians from the Port of 
Libau. Commanded the Beagle, in the Black Sea. 
Served in Naval Brigade in the Crimea. Was present 
at the Battle of Inkermann. Was promoted to the 
Command of the Tiger, in the Black Sea, November

Medals. Was granted, April 8, 1858, Her Majesty's 
Royal licence and permission to accept and wear 
the Insignia of the 5th Class of the Imperial Order 
of the Medjidie, which His Imperial Majesty the 
- Sultan was pleased to confer upon him, as a mark of 
His Majesty's approbation of his distinguished services 
before the enemy, during the late war. Was for nearly 
two years Private Secretary to the late Sir William 
Reid, Governor-in-Chief of the Windward Islands and 
of Malta. Was appointed Naval Attaché at Paris, 
June 2], 1860. Was promoted to the rank of Captain, 
July 21, 1860. 


Horny, Sin Epuunp GRIMANI, KNT., 

was Commissioner in the Mixed British and American 
Commission under the Convention concluded at Lon- 
don, February 8, 1853, between Her Majesty and the 
United States of America for the Settlement of Out- 
standing Claims, from September 10, 1858, till January 
15, 1855. Was appointed British Commissioner to 
control the expenditure of the Loan contracted by the 
Turkish Government under the joint guarantee of 
England and France, August 22, 1855. Was also 
Judicial Assessor at tha Consulate-General at Constan- 
tinople, and sole Arbitrator ofall the claims and disputes 
between the British Government and the Contractors 
of Supplies to the Army in the East. Was appointed 
Judge of Her Britannic Majesty's Supreme Consular 
Court of the Levant at Constantinople, August 27, 
1867. Was knighted by patent, February 28, 1862. 
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Horuam, Capt, BraumMont WILLIAMS, 
was appointed Ensign and Lieutenant in the Grenadier 
Guards, August 20, 1844, was promoted to be Lieutenant 
and Captain, March 1, 1850, and sold out June 24, 
1853. Was Captain in the South Cork Militia from 
May 29, 1855, till 1859. Was appointed Consul at 
Calais, February 24, 1859.

and was present at the affairs of Nawadund, Ranghur, 
and Skarhote, where his horse was wounded ; exchanged 
to half-pay, April 6, 1855 ; was appointed Assistant Ad- 
jutant-General in Dublin, February 1855 ; was ordered 
to proceed to Constantinople, June 4, 1855, and was 
Military Officer in immediate connection with the 
British Embassy till July, 1856; was given the local 
rank of Brigadier-General whilst so employed, June 
16, 1855 ; was appointed Consul-Genera]l at Warsaw, 
September 10, 1856; was given the local rank of 
Brigadier-General in Poland while employed on a 
particular service in that country, September 19, 
1856. Was appointed to be chief of the Staff of Sir 
Colin Campbell (now Lord Clyde), Commander-in- 
Chief in India, August 7, 1857, and was given the 
local rank of Major.General in the East Indies, August 
7, 1857. Sir Colin Campbell, in his despatch to 
the Governor-General, dated Head Quarters, Shah 
Myjeef, Lucknow, November 18, 1857, stated, “ I cannot 
convey to your Lordship in adequate terms my deep 
sense of the obligations I am under to Major-General 
Manstield, Chiet of the Staff, for the very able and cor- 
dial assistance he has afforded me and the service during 
these operations, and how admirably the very many and 
important duties belonging to his situation have been 
performed, for which his high talents and experience of 
service in this country have so peculiarly fitted him.’® 
And in his despatch dated Head Quarters, Camp, Cawn- 
pore, December 12, 1857, he stated, “‘ When I passed 
the camp and went forward on the Calpee road, Major- 
General Mansfield was desired by me to make arrange- 
ments for the attack of the position called the Subadar's 
Tank, which extended round the left rear of the enemy's 
position in the old cantouments;” and, “I have a par- 
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ticular pleasure in again bringing to your Lordship’s 
notice the zeal and great ability with which Major- 
General W. R. Mansfield, Chief of the Staff, has con- 
ducted the very important duties of his high position, 
and my obligations to him for the most valuable assist- 
ance he has afforded me during the whole of the recent 
operations. 1 desire also to call your Lordship’s atten- 
tion to the able and distinguished manner in which he 
conducted the troops placed under his orders, after the 
enemy's centre had been divided, to the attack of their 
strong position at the Subadar’s Tank, and to recommend 
to your Lordship’s favourable consideration the names 
of the officers who assisted him.” Major-General 
Mansfield was slightly wounded on the occasion. 
In the General Order, dated December 23, 1857, the 
Governor-General in Council very cordially concurred 
in the praise so justly bestowed by the Commander-in- 
Chicf on Major-General Mansfield, Chief of the Staff, 
and offered his cordial thanks for his gallantry and good 
service to the State; and added, it would be his pleasing 
duty to take the first opportunity of bringing his merits 
to the favourable notice of Her Majesty's Government, 
and of the Honourable Court of Directors. Was made 
K.C.B. March 24, 1858, Was promoted to the rank 
of Major-General in the Army, in recognition of his 
valuable services as Chief of the Staff in the East 
Indies, May 18, 1858. Sir Colin Campbell (now Lord 
Clyde), in his despatch, dated, Camp La Martiniére, 
Lucknow, March 22, 1858, stated, “I have now the 
pleasing task of communicating to your Lordshif the 
name ‘of an officer to whom, not only as commanding 
general, but to whom, in truth, the service at large is 
under great obligation— Major-General Mansfield, the 
chief of the Statf—-whose labour has been unceasing, 
whose abilities are of the highest order, and have been 
of the greatest use to me during the campaign. It is 
impossible for me to praise this officer too highly, or to 
recommend him sufficiently to the protection of your 
Lordship and of the Government.” The Governor- 
General, in the Gazette of April 5, 1858, offered his 
hearty acknowledgments to Major-General Mansfield, 
of whose eminent services the Commander-in Chiet 
speaks with well-merited commendation in his des- 
patches. giving an account of the retaking of Luck- 
now. Was placed on the Permanent Establishment of 
General Officers, May 26, 1858. In tne despatch 
which Lord Clyde, the Commander in-Chief in India, 
addressed to the Governor-General, announcing that 
the campaign in which the troops under his immediate 
command had been engaged was closed, dated “ Head- 
er Camp on the Raptee, January 7, 1859,” his 
ordship stated: “I cannot conclude this despatch 
without referring to the very great and cordial assist- 
ance which I have constantly received from Major- 
General Sir W. Mansfield, K.C.B., the Chief of the 
Staff. As it seems probable that active operations will 
now cease, I have the greatest pleasure in seizing the 
opportunity of recording my grateful sense of what I 
owe to this officer, and of recommendiug him in the 
strongest possible manner for the favourable consider- 
ation of your Excellency. Sir W. Mansfield executed 
all the details of the various operations which I had 
thonght it advisable to order, with the greatest ability, 
and showed the most unwearied diligence in directing, 
as was necessary, the simultaneous movements of 80 
many bodies of troops, scattered often in small detach- 
ments over a very great extent of country; and his 
care and attention have in a great measure tended to 
bring about the very rapid and favourable results 
which have been obtained, and the course of which has 
been already related.’ He received, April 14,1859, 
the thanks of Parliament for the eminent skill, conrage, 
and perseverance displayed by him during the military 
operations by which the late insurrection in India has 
been effectually suppressed. Was given the local rank 
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of Lieut.-General in China, December 20, 1859, which 
was subsequently cancelled, May 11, 1860. Was 
appointed to the command of the troops in Bombay in 
1860; was given local rank of Lieutenant-General in 
the East Indies, May 18,1860.

was Consul at St. Petersburgh, from October 25, 1849, 
till May 12, 1854, when his Exequatur was withdrawn. 
Upon Sir G. Hamilton Seymour, and the rest of Her 
Majesty's Legation quitting the Russian capital, Febru- 
ary 21, 1854, he remained until May 12, 1864, as 
Sole Agent of the British Government, and in that 
capacity, presented to the Chancellor of the Russian 
Empire, the demand of the British Cabinet for the 
evacuation of the Danubian Principalities by the 
Russian troops, the non-compliance with which sum- 
mons on the part of the Emperor, produced the declara- 
tion of war by England against Russia. On the with- 
drawal of his Exequatur, and before quitting St. Peters- 
burgh, he obtained the assurance that British subjects 
in Russia should be considered under the especial pro- 
tection of the Emperor, and be alluwed, at any time, 
to quit the Russian dominions, during the continuance 
of the war.

*Puuuen, Carr, WitiraM J. S., B.N., 
entered the Royal Navy in June, 1828, as Volunteer of 
the Second Class, and served in the Channel, west coast 
of South America, and Mediterranean, when he was ap- 
pointed Second Master to the Alban steam vessel. On 
that vessel paying off in February, 1836, joined Col. 
Light, the first Surveyor-General of South Australia, 
as an Assistant Surveyor. Was the first in what is now 
called Port Adelaide, entering it by the northern chan- 
nel when searching for a harbour in St. Vincent's Gulf, 
while holding the office of Marine Surveyor under 
Col. Gawler. Sounded and surveyed Lake Alexandria, 
and finally succeeded in taking a vessel (a cutter of six 
feet draught) in by the sea mouth of Lower Murray, 
to, what was named by the Governor, Port Pullen, thus 
opening a water communication with the sea and in- 
terior by the River Murray. About the middle of 
1841 left Adelaide, and arrived in England in April, 
1842, touching at Moulemain and Cape on way home. 
In June, 1842, re-entered the service as Midshipman, 
and was appointed to the Columbia, about to proceed 
to the Bay of Fundy, to survey it under the direc- 
tion of the late Admiral Owen, and was named as 
one of his assistants. In November, 1846, was made 
a Lieutenant; and on the Columbia paying off, in 
February, 18418, was named for the Plover, the first 
ship sent in search of Sir John Franklin. In con- 
sequence of her not coming into Panama, where he 
was sent to await her arrival, he did not join her until 
July 15,1849, in Kotzebue Sound, Arctic America, 
and ten days after, at midnight, left her, in command of 
the boats, for the mouth of the River Mackenzie on 
search of the coast of Arctic America, Entered the 
Mackenzie on August 23, and commenced the ascent 
of the river on Angust 29, arriving at Fort Simpson, 
one of the Hudson Bay Company's posts, October 8, 
where he wintered with a portion of his boats’ crews, 
fourteen in number; the rest distributed over the 
country—some at Fort Macpherson, on the Peel, others 
on the Great Slave Lake (the extremes not less than 
1,000 miles apart)—for subsistence on the ice, breaking 
up, and cleaning out of the rivers. In June, 18650, 
with his re-united party, he left Fort Simpson, with the 
tur traders’ brigade of boats, for York Factory. When 
on the Great Slave Lake, he met a despatch from 
England, ordering him to the coast again in search of 
Eranklin’s expedition, but to proceed easterly from the 
mouth of the Mackenzie as far as Cape Bathurst, and 
then strike off to the northward. This same despatch 
brought him a commission as Commander, bearing 
date January, 1850. This second expedition failed, 
like others, in as far as nothing was successful in the 
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main point; and after enduring many hardships, 
reached Fort Simpson again on October 5, 1850, the 
ice making fast, and often seriously impeding their 
progress to their winter quarters. In June, 1851, he 
again left Fort Simpson for York Factory, Hudson 
Bay, passing through the interior of North America, 
by its rivers and portages, and finally, on August 28, 
reached York Factory; here embarking, on September 
9, in the Hudson Bay Company's ship, and arrived in 
England in October, 1851. In February, 1853, he 
was appointed to command the North Star, one of the 
squadron under Sir E. Belcher, and the only one that 
returned to England out of the squadron of five, ex- 
cept the Resolute, one of the abandoned ships ; but she 
was picked up only a year after, and brought to Eng- 
land in 1856. The North Star was paid off in October, 
1854, aud just one month after he was appointed to 
the command of the Perseverance. Her beginning 
was (lisastrous, falling over in the Dock at Woolwich, 
when he, and what men he had entered, were turned 
over to the Falcon, sloop of war, of 17 guns. In 
June, 1855, he left Spithead to join Admiral Baynes’ 
squadron, and served in the Baltic, in 1855 and 
1856, The latter period, with the advance squadron, 
under Captain R. B. Watson. Formed one of 
the ships of the Starboard Division at the Naval 
Review at Spithead. Was made a Captain, May 
10, 1856. Studied at the Naval College, Ports- 
mouth, for the twelvemonth allowed by the Admi- 
ralty. Was appointed to the command of the 
Cyclops, September 15, 1857. In the course of the 
service he was sounding the Red Sea for telegraphic 
cable. Was present at the Massacre of Jeddah, was 
ordered to bombard the town; was Commissioner for 
the Settlement of the Affairs at that place, from July 
31, 1857, till November 28, when he received orders 
that in consequence of his presence being required elses 
where, he was superseded by Mr. A. Walne, Consul at 
Cairo, and as soon as he handed over all documents, 
&c., proceeded to sea in pursuance of orders from the 
Admiralty to carry on the soundings for telegraphic 
cable. The Cyclops returned to England, May 6,1861.

stantinople Station, from October 5, 1849, till Decem- 
ber 23, 1857; when he was appointed a Queen's Foreign 
Service Messenger. 


*PuRDIE, JAMES NELSON, 
was an Extra Foreign Service Messenger between Con- 
stantinople and Malta, from June 3, 1843, till October 
1849; and was employed at Malta and in the East by 
the War Department, in 1855. 

Rasy, ARTHOR, 
was employed as Clerk in the Consulate at Trieste 
from July, 1846, till he was appointed British Vice- 
Consul at Alexandretta, February 5, 1859; was Acting 
Vice-Consul at Trieste from July to September, 1855; 
and was appointed Her Majesty's Vice-Consul at 
Toultcha, in Bulgaria, December 8, 1862; and has 
been in charge of the Consulate of the Dardanelles 
since April 1, 1863.

Served in Persia from November, 1833, to December, 
1839; be was actively and successfully employed in 
various parts of the dominions of the Shah; he held 
high commands and did good service in completely 
reorganizing the Persian troops stationed in an impor- 
tant province. When the rupture with Persia compelled 
our officers to withdraw from that country, he proceeded 
through Scinde to Affghanistan. Was appointed Po- 
litica] Agent at Candahar, in October, 1840. Through- 
out all the troubles that ensued he held the second 
capital of the Affghans safe from all intrigues within 
and attacks without, and was repeatedly mentioned by 
the late General Nott for his services in the field. 
He returned with the avenging army through Cabul 
and the Punjaubto India. Was appointed Political Agent 
for the East India Company in Turkish Arabia in 1843. 
Was made a C.B., April 9, 1844. Was appointed Con- 
sul at Bagdad, March 5, 1844. Was granted, Septem- 
ber 9, 1844, Her Majesty's Royal licence and permission 
to accept and wear the insignia of the Royal Persian 
Order of the Lion and Sun, of the Ist Class, which the 
Shah of Persia was pleased to confer upon him in 
testimony of His Majesty's approbation of his conduct 
while in the Military Service of the Shah ; and also toac- 
cept and wear the insignia of the 3rd Class of the Order 
of the Dooranée Empire, conferred upon him by His late 
Majesty Shah Shooja-ool-Moolk, King of Affghanistan, 
in approbation of the services, from time to time, ren- 
dered by him during the Campaign in Affghanistan. 
Was given the local rank of Lieut.-Colonel in the Otto- 
man Dominions, August 16, 1850. Was promoted to 
the rank of Consul-General at Bagdad, November 22, 
1851; and resigned his post, February 19, 1855. Was 
appointed a K.C.B., February 5, 1856. Was given the 
honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, March 25, 1856.

Entered the Army, June.8, 1820; became a Lieutenant, 
October 24, 1821; a Captain, July 22, 1824; a Major, 
December 30, 1826; was promoted to an Unattached 
Lieut.-Colonelcy, September 17, 1839. Was appointed 
one of the Equerries to the late Duke of Cambridge, 
June 26, 1839. Went with the British officers and 
detachments, and took part in the military operations 
in Syria in 1840 and 1841. Was attached, with the 
rank of Deputy Adjutant-General, to the Brigade of 
Omer Pasha. Was wounded in a cavalry affair, 
January 15, 1841. For his conduct on that occasion 
he received a Turkish Order. Afterwards had com- 
mand of the detachments; has the local rank of 
Colonel] in Syria. Was appointed Consul-General in 
Syria, August 20, 1841 ; whilst there he succeeded in 
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rescuing the Prince of Lebanon and others from the 
Druses. Was appointed a C.B., February 23, 1842. 
Was granted, March 6, 1849, Her Majesty's Royal 
licence and permission to accept and wear the Cross 
of the Prussian Order of St. John of Jerusalem, which 
His Prossian Majesty was pleased to confer upon him, 
in approbation of the services rendered by him in the 
course of the campaign in Syria in the year 1841, and 
particularly for his distinguished conduct in the 
engagement which took place near Mejdel, January 
15, in that year. Has received the Medal of the 
R.N., a Turkish sabre of honour and Medal. Was 
appointed Secretary of Embassy at Constantinople, 
January 2, 1851; was Chargé d'Affaires from 
June 23, 1852, to April 4, 1853. Became a Colonel, 
November 11, 1851. Was appointed Queen's Com- 
missioner at the Head Quarters of the French Army in 
the East, April 8, 1854, with the rank of Brigadier- 
General. Having conducted himself to Her Majesty's 
satisfaction, and rendered distinguished services in the 
great and brilliant victories in the Crimea, was pro- 
moted to be a Supernumerary Major-General, Decem- 
ber 12, 1854. Succeeded to the vacancy on the’ fixed 
establishment, March 23, 1855. Was appointed a 
K.C.B. October 16,1855. Was promoted to the local 
rank of Lieutenant-General in Turkey, July 30, 1856. 
Was granted, August 2, 1856, Her Majesty's Royal 
licence and permission to accept and wear the Insignia 
of the 3rd Class, Commander, of the Imperial Order 
of the Legion of Honour, which His Imperial Majesty 
the Emperor of the French, was pleased to confer 
upon him as a mark of His Imperial Majesty's ap- 
probation of his distinguished services before the enemy 
during the late war. Was ordered by the Duke 
of Cambridge, to attend the Austrian Reviews in 
September, 1856.

Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the Sublime 
Ottoman Porte, October 19, 1841, with a Mission 
to Athens; on his return from leave of absence in 
England, was accredited, in 1847 and 1848, on 
Special Missions to Switzerland, Prussia, Austria, 
and Greece, communicating also under instructions 
with the Courts of Belgium, Hanover, Saxony, and 
Bavaria. He returned again to England in June 
1852, and in April 1853 resumed his functions at 
Constantinople after communicating by instruc- 
tions with the Courts of Paris and Vienna. Was 
raised to the Peerage, by the title of Viscount 
Stratford de Redcliffe, in the County of Somerset, 
April 24, 1852. He signed and concluded six Con- 
ventions or Treaties with various States, and 
assisted, by single mediation, in bringing about 
peace between Turkey and Russia in 1812; by joint 
intervention in settling the Federal Compact of 
the Swiss Cantons: by Conference and Protocol 
in establishing the foundations of the Greek 
Monarchy. as offered but declined a Russian 
Order in 1814. Accepted, by permission, from the 
Sultan Mahmoud, in 1832, his Nishan, with the 
Imperial Portrait in brilliants. Was offered, but 
declined by authority, the Greek Order of the 
Saviour, in 1842. Resigned his Embassy, in May, 
1858, and retired on his pension. Was sent on a 
Special Mission to take leave of the Sultan, in 
September, 1858. Was Chairman of the Jury of 
Works in Precious Metal and their Imitations and 
Jewellery in the International Exhibition of 1862.

CourRTENAY, VIcE-ADMIRAL GEORGE 
Wiiiram Conway, 

entered the Royal Navy, September 26, 1805, as 
first-class Volunteer, on board the Amazon, in 
which ship he served for upwards of six years as 
Midshipman and Master’s Mate, and saw much 
active boat service. He was employed with the 
Naval Brigade on the Coasts of Biscay and Astu- 
_ Nias; and assisted, in company with the London, 
at the capture of the Marengo, bearing the flag of 
Admiral Linois, and of the Belle Poule, March 18, 
1806, He subsequently joined the Victory, in the 
Baltic, and the Bellerophon, at Newfoundland. 
He obtained a Lieutenancy in the Crescent, 
on the Newfoundland Station, July 19, 1813; 
and was appointed to the San Josef, in the Channel, 
April 27, 1815; to the Tigris, off Brighton, June 9, 
1817; to the Iphiginea, March 15, 1818, in which 
aoe visited Quebec and Jamaica ; to the Reaver, 
at Portsmouth, August 12, 1819; again to the 
Iphiginea, on the Mediterranean Station, February 
1820; and to the Cyrene, March 22, 1822. In the 
October following he commanded the boats of the 
vessel, and displayed great intrepidity and judgment 
at the destruction of two slave factories in the 
Gallinas, on the Coast of Africa. Was promoted 
to the Baun, December 26, 1823, and became, for a 
few months, Senior Officer on the African Station. 
He held the temporary command of the Owen 
Glendower, during the Ashantee War, and then 
returning to the Baun, he captured two Brazilian 
vessels with 728 slaves on board. Was appointed 
to the Fairy, April 17, 1827, and was removed to 
the Ariadne, September 12, 1827, on the West India 
Station, and was made Post Captain in the Magni- 
ficent Receiving Ship, at Jamaica, April 14, 1828. 
Having assumed the command of the Mersey, Ja- 
nuary 5, 1829, he returned to England, and was 
paid off in 1831. Was appointed Consul at Port- 
au-Prince, March 1, 1832 ; and retired, July 1, 1842, 
upon a Superannuation Allowance. Was sometime 
Captain Superintendent of Haslar Hospital and the 
Royal William at Gosport. He obtained his Flag, 
November 24, 1854. Was promoted to be Vice- 


Admiral of the Blue, July 29, 1861, and Vice- 
Admiral of the White, November _, 1862. Died 
March 31, 1863. 


Ourram, Lr-Gen, Sin JAMES, 
G.C.B., 

proceeded to India as a Cadet in 1819; was some 
time Lieutenant and Adjutant of the 23rd Bombay 
Native Infantry. Was some time in command of 
the Bheel Corps; afterwards became Political 
Agent in Guzerat, British Resident at Hyderabad, 
Sattara, and Baroda. Succeeded the late Sir 
William H. Sleeman as Commissioner at Lucknow. 
Was nted, October 12, 1840, Her Majesty’s 
Royal licence and permission to accept and wear 
the insignia of the Second Class of the Order of the 
Dooranee Empire, which His Majesty Shah 
Shooja-ool-Moolk, King of Affghanistan, was 
pleased to confer upan him, in testimony of His 
Majesty's approbation of his services in Candahar, 
Cabool, aad at the capture of Gusnee. Was pro- 
moted to be Lieut.-Colonel, June 22, 1853. as 
a dealny a K.C.B., February 5, 1856. Was sent 
to Persia in 1856, with diplomatic powers, as Com- 
missioner with the Forces, and received, November 
9, 1856, the temporary rank of Lieut.-General in 
the East Indies. Was present at the capture of 
Bushire, and gained the victory of Koosahb in 
Feb 857. Was appointed a G.C.B., July 29, 
1857. as appointed Resident at Rajpootana and 
Provisional Member of the Council of India, in 
which he took his seat as Ist Ordinary Member, 
August 31, 1857. Was promoted to be Lieut.- 
General, July 16, 1855. He received, April 14, 
1859, the thanks of Parliament for the eminent 
skill, courage, and perseverance displayed by him 
during the military operations by which the late 
insurrection in India was effectually suppressed.

REGULATIONS CONCERNING THE PRECEDENCE OF 
DIPLOMATIC AGENTS. 


(In force, 1863.) 


Act 17, annexed to the TREATY OF VIENNA, of June 9, 1815. 


In order to prevent the inconveniences which have 
frequently occurred, and which might again arise, from 
claims of precedence Seon cero Diplomatic Agents, 
the Plenipotentiuries of the Powers who signed the Treaty 
of Paris have agreed on the following Articles, and they 
think it their duty to invite the Plenipotentiaries of 
other Crowned Heads to adopt the same regulation :— 


ARTICLE I.—Diplomatic Agents arc divided into three 
classes:—That of Ambassadors, Legates, or Nuncios; 
that of Envoys, Ministers, or other persons accredited to 
Sovereigns: that of Chargés d’Affaires accredited to 
Ministers for Foreign Affairs. 


II. Ambassadors, Legates, or Nuncios, only, have the 
representative character. 


III. Diplomatic Agents on an extraordinary mission 
have not, on that account, any superiority of rank. 


IV. Diplomatic Agents shall take precedence in their 
respective classes, according to the date of the official 
notification of their arrival. The present Regulation

In Acts or Treaties between several Powers 
which grant alternate precedence, the order which is to 
be observed in the signatures shall be decided by lot 
between the Ministers.

Consuls-General rank with, but after, Captains in 
charge of a Division, or Station, or Squadron, or 
in command of more han one rated ship, or Bri- 
gadier-Generals. 


Consuls rank with, but after, Captains, R.N., or 
Colonels and Lieutenant-Colonels, but before Com- 
manders, R.N., or Majors (Army). 


Vice-Consuls rank with, but after, Lieutenants, R.N., 
and Masters Commanding, or Captains (Army), 
but before all other Lieutenants, R.N. 


Consular-Agents rank with, but before, Mates, R.N, 
or Lieutenants (Army). . 


Consuls will take rank amongst their Colleagues at the 
Port of their Residence, in accordance with the Rules 
prescribed by the Congress ef Vienna for Diplomatic 
Agents; viz.: seniority according to Official Title and 
priority of arrival.

EXAMINATIONS. 


EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES BEFORE THE CIVIL 
SERVICE COMMISSIONERS. 


(In force, 1863.) 


For CLERKSHIPS on the Establishment of the FOREIGN OFFICE, approved by the Earl 
of Clarendon, January 1, 1856. 


CanpripaTeEs for Clerkships on the establishment of 
the Foreign Office will be required to undergo a com- 
petitive examination before the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, and to satisfy the Commissioners— 

Ist. That they can write a good bold hand, forming 
each letter distinctly. 

2nd. That they can write, quickly and correctly, English 
and French from dictation. 

3rd. That they understand French well; and that they 
can make an accurate and good translation of any French 


aper. 
P 4th. That they can make acorrect and clear précis or 
abstract of any set of papers placed in their hands. 
5th, When two or more Candidates have severally dis- 


played sufficient ability in respect of the subjects referred 
to in the four preceding clauses, then in such case the 
preference will be given to that one of them who may 
be able to make the best translation from German into 
English, and to read the German written character, not- 
withstanding that they may not all have obtained exactly 
the-same number of marks, and may not therefore, in 
strictness, be equally competent. 

The limit of age for Candidates is between 18 years com- 
plete and 24 years complete, except in the case of those 
who may not reside with relatives, or have an established 
and respectable homeinthe metropolis or in its immediate 
neighbourhood. In this latter case, the minimum of age 
is 20 years complete. 


REGULATIONS FOR HER MAJESTY’S DIPLOMA TIC SERVICE. 
[Extract from the London Gazette of September 16, 1862.] 


1. Nomination, Qualification, and Examination of Candi- 
dates for Unpaid Attacheéeships. 


CANDIDATES for the situation of Attaché in Her 
Majesty’s Diplomatic Service will continue to be nomi- 
nated by Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs; and they must be prepared to undergo an exa- 
mination before the Civil Service Commissioners within 
six months after their nomination if they elect to undergo 
only one examination (which sing'e examination will, in 
that case, exempt them from any further examination 
previously to their receiving Commissions as Secretaries), 
or within three months if they prefer to undergo two 
examinations as heretofore. In the latter case the second 
examination may be deferred until the candidate is pre- 
pared to undergo it. 

Candidates on presenting themselves for examination 
on their nomination must have completed the twenty- 
seas of their age, and not have exceeded the twenty- 
sixth. 

In the case of candidates electing to undergo only one 
examination, such examination will comprise the follow- 
ing matters :— 

a. Orthography and handwriting. 

b. General intelligence, as evinced by the manner in 
which the candidate acquits himself, and specifically by 
the quickness he may show in seizing the points in papers 
read to him, or read over by him, once or twice. 

c. Précis. 

d. The candidate must satisfy the Examiners that he 
is thoroughly well grounded in the Latin grammar, and 
that he is able to construe and parse a portion of some 
good classical Latin author, and to give the derivations 
of words. 

e. An accurate knowledge of French grammar, fluency 
jn French conversation, correctness of translation from 
French into English, and from English into French, and 
French composition. : 

f. An accurate knowledge of German grammar, a 
tolerable degree of fluency in German conversation, and 
correctness of translation from German into English, 
and from English into German.* 

g. A fair knowledge of the political history of Europe, 
and of North and South America, from the year 1660 to 


1860 inclusive, and of the most important international 
transactions during that period. 

h. A general knowledge of geography. 

t. The first four rules of arithmetic and decimal frac- 
tions as given with examples in Colenso’s Arithmetic. 

j. The first book of Euclid. 

k. A general knowledge of maritime and international 
law, to be acquired from Wheaton’s ‘‘ Elements of Inter- 
national Law,” and the first volume of Kent’s “Com- 
mentary.” 

b.. Candidates will be allowed, at their option, to be 
examined in Spanish and Italian in addition to the above 
subjects. 

In the case of candidates electing to undergo two 
examinations, the first examination will comprise the 
following subjects :— 

1. Orthography. 

2. Handwriting. 

3. Précis. 

4. Latin. 

5. Arithmetic. 

6. Geography. 

7. General intelligence, except as regards specific tests. 

8. An accurate knowledge of French grammar, correct- 
ness of translation from French into English, and such a 
facility of speaking French as may show aptitude for | 
acquiring fluency after a residence abroad. 

9. An accurate knowledge of German grammar. 

10. A general knowledge of the political history of 
Europe, and of North and South America, from 1790 to 
1815, comprising an acquaintance with the most important 
international transactions of that period. 

In either case, candidates who have passed the first 
public examination in classics at one of the Universities 
in Great Britain or Ireland will be exempted from being 
examined in Latin.¢ 

Candidates who shall have elected to undergo two 
examinaticns must be prepared to satisfy the examiners, 
if required to do so, as to their acquaintance with the 
various matters which come within the single examina- 
tion (except as regards Latin, geography, and arithmetic, 
in which such candidates are exempted from being 
re-examined) ; and they will, moreover, be required, for 
their second examination, to draw up areport on the 


‘* Note A.—If a candidate going up for his second examination should not, in the interval between the two 


examinations, have resided a reasonable time, twelve months for instance, in Germany, he shall be at liberty, if he 
should so desire it, to substitute for conversation in German conversation in some other foreign language besides 
French. 

t Note B.—In this case the candidate, on going up for examination, must exhibit to the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners a certificate from the duly- constituted authorities, Examiners, or others as the case may be, in each University, 
that he has passed the first public Examination in Classics, in whatever manner that examination may have been 
conducted, and to whatever points it may have been directed. 
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general commercial and political relations of the several 
countries in which they may have resided; and on the 
internal policy and administration, the social institutions, 
and the character of the people of such countries. 

If a candidate offering himself for the single examina- 
tion should fail to satisfy the Commissioners to the 
required extent, but should evince such a knowledge of 
the subjects on which he may have been examined, as 
would have obtained for him a certificate of fitness if he 
had only offered himself for a first examination, the 
Commissioners will, in such case, give a certificate as 
for a first examination; and the candidate will eventually 
have to present himself again before the Commissioners 
for the secend examination. 


2. Period of Service of Attachés. 


The service of Attachés will reckon from the date of 
the certificate first granted by the Civi] Service Commis- 
sioners, end will be considered as probationary for four 
years from that date, during which period the Attachés 
must have | een employed for six months in the Foreign 
Office, and must also have actually resided at one of Her 
Majesty’s Embassies or Missions abroad, or have been 
actually employed in the Foreign Office, for a further 
period of three vears. If these conditions :s to employ- 
ment and residence have not been fulfilled at the expi- 
ration of four years fro 1 the date of the certificate of the 
Civil Service Commissioners, the pro‘ationary period will 
be prolonged until they have been fulfilled; and it wil 
likewise be prolonged in the case of candidates who may 
have elected to undergo two examinations, until the 
final certificate of the Commissioners has been obtained. 


3. A Salary of £150 a-year will be granted, contingently, 
to Attachés on completion of their Probation. 


A salary at the rate of 150/. a-year will be granted to 
Attachés on the termination of the period of probation, 
and on the xeceipt from the Minister under whom they 
have last served, of a certificate showing that their 
general character and conduct, during the time they have 
so served, have been satisfactory; and that, as far as 
such Minister has the means of forming an opinion, they 
understand and speak French weli, and also one other 
foreign language. 


4. Abolition of the designation of Paid Attachés. Com- 
missions as Second Secretaries to be granted to Paid 
Attachés. 


The designation of First and Second Paid Attaché is 
abolished ; and in lieu thereof will be substituted the 
designation of Second Sccretaries, which wil) be conferred 
by Commissions under Her Majesty’s Sign-Manual. 


5. Commissions as Third Secretaries to be granted to 
Unpaid Attachés on completion of their Probation. 


Commissions as Third Secretaries will also be granted 
under Her Majesty’s Sign-Manual to persons now serving 
as Unpaid Attachés, or who shall hereafter be appointed 
Unpaid Attachés, on the fulfilment of the conditions 
applicable to such persons, as specified in the present 
Regulations. 

It is clearly to be understood that the aforesaid Com- 
missions of Second and ‘Third Secretaries will not imply 
appointment to any particular Embassy or Mission; but 
the holders thereof will be subject to the same condi- 
tions and liabilities as to removal from one Mission to 
another, at the discretion of the Secretary of State, as 
those to which Attachés of al] classes are now liable. 

Secretaries of the Second and Third Classes may be 
. indiscriminately attached, either to an Embassy or to a 
Mission; and the circumstance of having teen attached 
in either of the above capacities to an Embassy will not 

reclude transfers in the same capacity to a Mission. 
Morecvet. there may be more than one Secretary of either 
of the above classes attached, at the pleasurc of the 
Secretary of State, to any Embassy or Mission. 


6. Number of Second Secretaries. 


There will be a fixed number of Second Secretaries 
determined by the number of First and Second Paid 
Attachés at the date of the issue of these Regulations. 

The salaries of Second Secretaries will be fixed at the 
same rates as those now assigned to First and Second 
Paid Attachés in the respective Embassies and Missions; 
it being understood that such rates have reference to the 
character of the Embassy or Mission, and not to the ser- 
vices of the Second Secretaries, who may be removed,

without claim to compensation, from an Embassy or 
Mission where the rates are higher, to an Embassy or 
Mission where the rates are lower. 


7. Rules as to Pensions of the Fourth Class. 


In virtue of Her Majesty’s Commissions, the service of 
Second and Third Secretaries will count for their pen- 
sions, Under the Act of 2 & 3 Win. IV, cap. 116, from the 
date of the issue of their first Commission; but the 
amount of pension to be assigned to them will be calcu- 
lated, so long as they are eligible for a pension of the 
Fourth Class only, for each year that has elapsed since 
the date of their first Commission, at one-thirtieth pert of 
the last salary of which they were in receipt at the time 
of the pension being granted; provided that no pension 
shall continue to be issued to a person not incapacitated 
by ill-health, medically certified, who may decline active 
service before he has reached the sixtieth year of his 
age, after which age no person shall be required to serve 
as Second or Third Secretary. 


8. Provision for the Transfer of the Junior Members of the 
Diplomatic Service from one post to another; and Pay- 
ment of their Expenses of Removal. 


Second or Third Secretaries, and Attachés, as a general 
rule, will not be employed for more than two years conse- 
cutively, irrespective of the periods during which they 
may have been absent on leave, in the same Embassy or 
Mission, unless for special public reasons. Secretaries of 
Embassy or Legation, Second and Third Secretaries, and 
Attachés. will, on their first appointment, or on any 
subsequent removal by reason of promotion or otherwise 
on public grounds, receive such an allowance as shall be 
sufficient to cover the actual expense of their personal 
journey by land, or the actual amount paid for their 
personal passage by sea, either from Engiand to their 
post, or from one foreign post to another; and in the case 
of Secretaries of Embassy or Legation, and of Second 
Secretaries, a similar allowance for one servant, if they 
have one; but no allowance will be made under the head 
of subsistence during a journey by land; neither will any 
allowance be made for the expense of the journey or 
subsistence of the families of any such Secretaries or 
Attachés. In the event of a passage being afforded te 
Secretaries or Attachés on board of one of Her Majesty’s 
ships of war, the allowance made will be in conformity 
with the Admiralty Regulations. 

No allowance will be made to the Junior Members of 
the Diplomatic Service for journeys undertaken for their 
own convenience, in pursuance of leave of absence; but 
in all such cases the expense of the journeys from and on 
returning to their posts will be exclusively at their own 
charge. 

It is understood, moreover, that in the case of any 
journey of which the expense is to be allowed, Secretaries 
or Attachés, unless specially excused from doing so, will 
be bound to take charge of despatches, if required; and, 
in that case, they will be expected to perform the journey 
without delaying on the road. 


9. Interchange of Employment between Second and Third 
Secretaries, and Junior Clerks in the Foreign Office. 


The Secretary of State will, should he see occasion, 
for the advantage of the public service, allow Second 
and Third Secretaries, and Attachés, to interchange for 
atime their duties with Clerks of the three Junior Classes 
in the Foreign Office; the several parties being bound, 
for the whole period through which the interchange 
extends, in every respect to perform the duties and to 
submit to the obligations attaching to the situation which 
they may temporarily occupy. 

The Secretary of State will, moreover, if he sees reason 
to do so, direct such temporary interchange of duties to 
be made, irrespective of the wishes of the parties, between 
Second or Third Secretaries, or Attachés, and Clerks in 
the Foreign Office; or he will direct such persons to be 
employed for a time, at home or abroad, without any 
interchange, making in either case such an allowance to 
the parties as he may consider just and reasonable. In 
the event of any Attaché being so employed in the 
Foreign Office, the period, over and above the six months 
which are obligatory as stated in section 2, during which 
he shall be actually employed in the Foreign Office, shall 
reckon towards the three years during which he is by 
these Regulations to reside at an Embassy or Mission 
abroad. : 

In the case of temporary interchanges between Secre- 
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178 


taries and Clerks, they will respectively rank, during the 

eriod for which the interchange shall last, after the 

unior in the classes of Secretaries or Clerks to which 
each of them belongs, the Clerk receiving an acting 
appointment as Secretary of such class. The same prin- 
ciple will apply in cases of permanent interchange. 

if a Clerk in the Foreign Ottice should be permanently 
transferred to the Diplomatic Service, or should be tempo- 
rarily employed with a Special, or with an Ordinary, 
Embassy or Mission, he will receive a Commission or an 
acting appointment, as the case may be, as Secretary of 
the Second or Third Class, according to th: length of his 
service in the Foreign Office; but he will, as regards others 
then in the same class, enter it as the Junior. 


10. Deductions to be made from Salaries of Heads of Mis- 
sions on Leave of Absence. 


With a view to relieve Heads of Missions on leave of 
absence on private grounds, the deduction to be made 
from their salaries will in future be limited, for a period 
not exceeding sixty days from the date of their departure 
from their posts, to the sum required to provide for the 
allowances of the Acting Chargés d’Affaires according to 
the present Regul tions; on the expiration of which 
period the deduction will be at the rate of one-half of 
their salaries. ‘Such period of sixty days may either be 
one of sixty consecutive days, or of sixty days occurring 
at intervals in the course of one year beginning on the 
Ist of January. 


ll. Allowances during War or Interruption of Relations. 


Should an Ambassador, Minister, or Secret-ry, by 
reason of war or other interruptions of Diplomatic rela- 
tions, be withdrawn from active service before his ser- 
vices shall have qualified him for a Diplomatic pension 
of the class under which he would otherwise come, the 
Secretary of State will, as he may see fit, assign to any 
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such person a temporary allowance calculated on the rate 
of pension assigned to the class to which he belongs, 
regard heing had to the length and general character of 
his services; such allowance being, however, strictly 
subject to the condition in regard toemployment specified 
in the 7th section of the Act of 2& 3 Wm. IV, c. 116. 


12. Date at which present Regulations shall take effect. 


The foregoing Regulations shall take effect from the Ist 
day of October, 1862; but Unpaid Attachés appcinted 
previously to the Ist of January, 186), will be allowed 
until the Ist of July, 1863, to undergo theif second 
examination, according to the Regulations now in force; 
and if, on such second examination, they obtain their 
certificates, they will retain their present precedence, but 
not otherwise. 

All persons nominated as Attachés subsequently to the 
date of the present Regulations will be subject to the 
provisions as to examination therein contained. 

The condition of employment for six months in the 
Foreign Oftice wil] not be enf.rced with regard to Unpaid 
Attachés in the service abroad at the date of these Regzu- 
lations; but such Unpaid Attaché; must have passed 
both examinations under the existing Regulations, must 
have actually resided for a period of three years at one or 
more of. Her Majesty’s Embassies or Missions abroad, 
mst have completed four years from the time of their 
entering the service, and must be provided with the 
certificate from the Head of the Mission under whom they 
have last served, speciied in Clause 3 of these Regula- 
tions, before they can receive a commission as Secietary 
of the Third Class, or the salary at the rate of €150 a-year 
a:signed to that Class. Those persons who continue in 
the service, or who shall hereafter enter the service, 
as Unpaid Attachés, will be denominated “‘ Attachés.”

lst. That they have a correct knowledge of the English 
language so as to be able to express themselves clearly 
and correctly in writing. 

2nd. That they can write and speak French correctly 
and fluently. 

8rd. That they havea sufficient knowledge of the cur- 
rent language, as far as commerce is concerned, of the 
port at which they are appointed to reside, to enable them 
to communicate directly with the authorities and natives 
of the place: a knowledge of the Italian language being 
taken to meet this requirement as far as any place situated 
to the east of the Straits of Gibraltar is concerned; and a 
knowledge of the German language as regards ports within 
the Baltic, or countries having ports in the Baltic. 


4th. A sufficient knowledge of British Mercantile and 
Commercia] Law to enable them to deal with questions 
arising between British ship-owners, ship-masters, and 
seamen. As regards this head of examination. candidates. 
must be prepared to be examined in ‘‘ Smith’s Compen- 
dium of Mercantile Law.” 

5th. A sufficient knowledge of arithmetic for the nature 
of the duties which Consuls are required to perform in 
drawing up Commercial Tables and Reports. As regards 
this head of examination, candidates must be prepared to 
be examined in ‘‘ Bi:hop Colenso’s Arithmetic.” 

Moreover, all persons on their first nomination to Con- 
sulships, and after having passed their examination before 
the Civil Service Commissioners, will be required, as far 
as practicable, to attend for at least three months in the 
Foreign Office, in order that they may become acquainted 
with the forms of business as carried on there.

peta Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for Foreign 
airs. 

The Full Dress Uniform is to be worn at Her Majesty’s 
Drawing Rooms and on similar State occasions abroad. 

The Half Dress is to be worn at Her Majesty’s Levees, 
State occasions abroad when Full Dress may not be re- 
quired; and on paying official visits to, and receiving 
official visits from, the Commanders of Her Majesty’s 
Ships of War. 

The Undress may be worn on common occasions. 


FOREIGN ORDERS AND MEDALS. 
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REGULATIONS RESPECTING FOREIGN ORDERS. 


The Queen has been pleased to direct that the following Regulations respecting 


Foreign Orders and Medals shall be substituted for those now in force. 


(1855.) 


(In force, 1863.) 


1. No Subject of Her Majesty shall accept a Foreign 
Order from the Sovereign of any foreign country, o1 
wear the Insignia thereof, withont having previously 
obtained Her Majesty's permission to that effect, signified 
by a Warrant under Her Royal Sign Manual. 


2. Snch permission shall net be granted to any Sub- 
ject of Her Majesty, unless the Foreign Order shall 
have been conferred in consequence of active and dis- 
tingnished Service before the Enemy, either at Sea or in 
the Field; or unless he shall have been actually and 
entirely employed, beyond Her Majesty's dominivns, in 
the Service of the Foreign Sovereign by whom the 
Order is conferred. 


3. The intention of a Foreign Sovereign to confer 
upon a British subject the ([nsignia of an Order, must 
be notified to Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, either through the British 
Minister accredited at the Court of such Foreign 
Sovereign, or through His Minister accredited at the 
Court of Her Majesty. 


4. If the service for which it is proposed to confer 
the Order has been performed during War, the notifi- 
cation required by the preceding Clause must -be made 
not later than two years after the exchange of the 
ratifications of a Treaty of Peace. 

If the service has been performed in time of Peace, 
the notification must be made within two years after the 
date of such service, © 


5. After such notification shall have been received, 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs shall, if the case comes within the conditions 
prescribed by the present Regulations, and arises from 
naval or military Service befure the Enemy, refer it to 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for the War 
Departinent, previous to taking Her Majesty's pleasure 
thereupon, in order to ascertain whether there be any 
objection to Her Majesty's permission being granted. 

A similar reference shall also be made to the Com- 
mander-in-Chiefsif the application relates to an Officer 
in the Army, or to the Lords of the Admiralty if it 
relates to an Officer in the Navy. 


6. When Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State 


i 


for Foreign Affairs shall have taken the Queen's pleasure 
on any such application, and shull have obtained Her 
Majesty's permission for the person in whose favour it 
has been made to accept the Foreign Order and wear the 
Insignia thereof, he vhall signify the same to Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of State fur the Home 
Department, in order that he muy cause the Warrant 
required by Clause 1 to be prepared for the Royal Sign 
Manual. 

When such Warrant shall have been signed by the 
Queen, a notification thereof shall be inserted in the 
Gazette, stating the service for which the Foreign Order 
has been conferred. 

7. The Warrant signifying Her Majesty's permission, 
may, at the request and at the expeuse of the person who 
las obtained it, be registered in the College of Arms. 


8. Every such Warrant as aforesaid shall contain a 
Clause providing that Her Majesty's licence and permis- 
sion does not authorize the assumption of any style, 
appellation, rank, precedence, or privilege appertaining 
to a Knight Bachelor of Her Majesty's Realms. 


9. When a British subject has received the Royal 
permission to accept a Foreign Order he will at any 
future time be allowed to accept the decoration of a 
higher class of the same Order, to which he may have 
become eligible by increase of rank in the Foreign ser- 
vice, or in the service of his own country ; or any other 
distinctive mark of honour strictly consequent upon the 
acceptance of the original Order, and common to every 
person upon whom such Order is conferred. . 

10. The preceding Clause shall not be taken to 
applv to Decorations of the Guelphic Order which were 
bestowed on British subjects by Her Majesty's prede- 
cessors, King George IV. and King William IV, on 
whose heads the Crowns of Great Britain and Hanover 
were united. 

Decorations so bestowed cannot properly be consi- 
dered as rewards granted by a Foreign Sovereign for 
services rendered according to the purport of Clause 2 
of these Regulations. They must be rather considered 
as personal favours bestowed on British subjects by. 
British Sovereigns, and as having no reference to ser. 
vices rendered to the Foreign Crown of Hanover. 


REGULATIONS RESPECTING FOREIGN MEDALS. 


- 1. Application for permission to accept and wear 
Medals which, not being the decoration of any Foreign 


Order, are conferred by a Fureign Sovereign on British | 


subjects in the Army or in the Nary, for military or 
for naval services, should be addressed, as the case may 
be, to the Commander-iu-Chiet, the Master-General of 
the Ordnance, or the Lords of the Admiralty, who, if 
they see fit, may submit the same to Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretary of-State for Foreign Affairs, for 
Her Majesty’s sanction; upon obtaining which they 


may grant such permission without any other form. 
ality. 

2 Permission to wear a Foreign Medal cannot be 
granted to a British subject, unless such Medal is be. 
stowed for military or naval]: services performed by the 
command or with the sanction of Her Majesty. But 
no | seen is necessary for accepting a Foreign 
Medal, if such Medal is not to be worn,

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PASSPORTS. 


REGULATIONS RESPECTING PASSPORTS. May, 1863. 


Norrce is hereby given, that in order to facilitate still 
further the obtaining of Passports by British subjects 
desiring to proceed to the Continenf, Passports will 
henceforth be issued to any British subject who shall 
produce or send to the Passport Department of the 
Foreign Office, or to any one of the undermentioned 
agents at the outports, a certificate of his identity, signed 
by any Mayor, Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, Minister 
of Religion, Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary, resi- 
dent in the United Kingdom. Every such certificate 
must bear the signature of the person in whose behalf 
it is granted; and when itis forwarded tothe Foreign 
Office by post, it must, if it be required that the pass- 
port should be sent by return of post to the person who 
granted the certificate in order that he may deliver it 
to the applicant for the passport, be accompanied by a 


Mayor of 
Magistrate for 


Post Office Order for the amount of the fee; or if fore 
warded by post to an agent at an outport, the posta 
must be prepaid. But an agent at an outport will only 
deliver passports to persons applying fur them there in 
pursuance of such certificate, and will not send them 
by post to any person whatever. The application for the 
passport if addressed to ‘‘ Her Majesty’s Secretary of 
State, Foreign Office, London,” should have the word 
‘‘ Passport” conspicuously written upon the cover. The 
names of the agents whom have been appointed to issue 
Foreign Office passports at the under-mentioned ports 
are :—(see page 173). 

The certificate of identity should be worded in the 
following form, and must be signed and sealed by the

If the applicant for a passport be a naturalized British 
subject, his certificate of naturalization, with his signa- 
ture subscribed to the oath printed on the third page of 
it, must be forwarded to the Foreign Office with the cer- 
tificate of identity granted on his behalf; and his certifi- 
eate ef naturalization will be returned with the passport, 
to the person who may have granted the certificate of 
identity, in order that he may cause such naturalized 
British subject, not being a servant included in his em- 
ployer’s passport, to sign the passport in his presence. 
But the agents at the outports are not authorized to grant 
passports to naturalized _British subjects, nor to citizens 
ef the Ionian States. 

The charge on the issue of a passport, whatever num- 
ber of persons may be named in it, is two shillings, and 
that sum is to be paid on the delivery of the passport; or 
if it is desired that the passport should be sent by post, 
then that sum must be forwarded with the application 
for the passport by a Post Office order, made payable to 
the ‘Chief Clerk of the Foreign Office,” at the Post 
Office, Charing Cross, London: the necessary instruc- 
tions upon this point have been sent by the General Post 
Office to every money order office throughout the United 
Kingdom. 

But any person whose certificate of identity has been 
received from the country, may obtain his passport by 
calling for it at the Foreign Office on the day following 
the receipt of the application, either in person or by 
deputy—the deputy, in the latter case, exhibiting a 
signed anthority from his principal, in order that the 
signature may be compared with the signature in the 
certificate; but in this case the words ‘‘ Passport will be 
applied for at the Foreign Office,” must be added to the 
certificate of identity. 

The torm of application heretofore adopted by Banking 
firms will continue to be used by them. 

The General Regulations for Passports, as now 
amended, are as follows :— 

1, Applicatiens for Fereign Office Passperts must 
be made in writing; andinclosed in 2 eover addressed 
to ‘The Chief Clerk, Foreign Office, London,” or to 


an Agent at one of the specified outports, with the 
word ‘‘ Passport” conspicuously written on the cover. 

2. The charge on the issue of a passport, whatever 
number of persons may be named in it, is two shillings, 
which sum includes the stamp duty of sixpence. 

3. Foreign Office Passports are granted only to British- 
born subjects, or to citizens of the Ionian States, cr to 
such fcreigners as have become naturalized either by 
Act of Parliament or by a Certificate of Naturalization 
granted by the Secretary of State for the Home De 
ment. When the party is a ‘‘ Naturalized British sub- 
ject” he will be se designated in his passport; and if 
his certificate of naturalization be dated subsequently 
to the 24th uf August, 1850, and previously to the Ist of 
August, 1858, his passport will be marked as good for 
one year only; or shouud the certificate be dated 
subsequently to the Ist of August, 1858, his pass- 
port will in that case be marked as good for six months 
only: but this regulation will not preclude any person 
whom it affects from obtaining, at any future period, on 
his producing his old passport, a fresh passport for a 
further limited period of one year, without being 
required to pay a fresh charge. 

4. Passports are issued at the Foreign Office, between 
the hours of eleven and four, on the day following that 
on which the application for the passport has been re- 
ceived at the Foreign Office; but the passports will be 
issued at the outports immediately on application, accom- 
panied by the production of a certificate of identity, 
within such hours as may be fixed with regard to the con- 
pounce of persons desirous of embarking for the Con- 
tinent. ’ 

5. Passports are granted to all persons either known 
to the Secretary of State or recommended to him by 
some person who is known to him; or upon the appli- 
cation of any Banking Firm established in London, oz 
in any other part of the United Kingdom; or upoa the 
production of a certificate of identity signed by any 
Mavor, Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, Minister of 
Religion, Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary, resi- 
dent fn the United Kingdom. 
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6. A passport cannot be sent by the Foreign Office, or 
by an agent at an out-vort, toa person already abroad; 
such person, being a British-born subject, should apply 
for one to the nearest British mission or consulate. 

7. Foreign Office Passports must be countersigned 
at the mission in London, or at some consulate in the 
United Kingdom of the Government ofthe country which 
the bearer of the passport intends to visit.* 

8. A Foreign Office passport granted to a British-born 
subject or to a citizen of the Ionian States, or to a 
‘* Naturalized British subject’”’ whose certificate of natu- 


ralization is dated previously to August 24, 1850, is not 
liroited in point of time, but is available for any time, 
or for any number of journeys to the continent, if 
countersigned afresh by the Ministers or Consuls of the 
countries which the bearer intends to visit; but a pass- 
port granted to a ‘‘ Naturalized British subject ’’ whose 
certificate is dated subsequently to the 24th of August 
1850, is only available for the period for which the pass- 
port was originally granted.

* It is requisite that the bearer of every passport granted hy the Foreign Office should sign his passport hefore he sends it to be 
vised at any foreign mission or consulate in England; without such signature either the visa may be refused, or the validity of the 
pasport questioned abroad And travellers who may have any intention of visiting the Austrian or Russian States at any time in the 
course of their travels on the continent, are dae and earnestly advised not to quit England without having their passports 


vised at the Austrian Embassy or Russian Consulate in 


ondon: but there is nu necessity forthe visa of the Bavarian, Belgian, Danish 


Dutch, French, Italian, Prussian, Spanish, or Swedish and Norwegian Diplomatic or Consular Agents in the United Kingdom.

PENSIONS. 


(1.) Extract from the Third Report from the Select Committee of the House of Commons, on the 
. Income and Expenditure of the United Kingdom.— June 26, 1828. 


Pensions to Foreign Ministers. 


Tux Committee think it right to present to the 
House, in this Report, some observations en the subject 
of Pensions to Foreign Ministers while unemployed, these 
having been regulated by the Act 50 Geo. 3 [1817], re- 
lating to superannuations, to which they have made such 
frequent reference in this Report. 

These pensions form a charge on the third class of the 
Civil List, , The following clause of the Civil List Act of 
22 Geo. 3, cap. 82, sec, 18, {1782,] explains the manner 
in wh‘ch these pensions were granted, till they were 
ROT under the regulations of the 50 Geo. 3, cap. 117, 
[1810. 

And whereas it hath been usual that persons who have 
served the Crown in Foreign courts have, after the expi- 
ration of their service, at His Majesty’s pleasure, received 
such proportion of their former appointments as to His 
Majesty hath seemed expedient: Be it enacted, That no- 
thing in this Act contained relative to pensions shall be 
construed to extend to such allowance, either at present 
or in future, provided the said persons do not severally 
enjoy some place or other profit from the Crown to the 
amount of the pension usually allowed in such cases: 
a eee that the list of the said pensions shalJl be laid, 

the manner before mentioned, before Parliament. 

The names of those persons who receive pensions are 
contained in the Appendix to this Report. 

By the Act of the 50 Geo. 3, it is provided: ‘‘ That no 
peneis shall be granted to any person on account of 

aving served the Crown in Foreign Courts within less 
than ten years from the date of his first appointment on 
such service, dnring which time he shall have served not 
less than three years; and no such allowance shall ex- 
ceed 2,000. a-year, and every such allowance shall abate 
if such person be appointed to any civil office or employ- 
ment under the Crown of equal or greater amount, and 
shall also be subject to a proportionate abatement if the 
value of any such office or employment shall be Jess than 
the amount of such allowance,” 

As the Act of the 56 Geo. 3, cap. 46, sec. 4, [1816,) 
provides that the savings which may be made in the third 
class of the Civil List shall be carried to the account of 
the Consolidated Fund, the public have a direct interest 
in keeping this branch of expenditure within its proper 
limits. It appears, from the return in the Appendix, 
that the sum’ paid on account of Diplomatic Pensions 
during the year 1827 was upwards of 57,000/. This sum 
is considered by your Committee as exceeding the just 
amount which ought to be assigned to the unemployed 
Diplomatic servants of the Crown; and they, therefore, 
recommend that the annual sum allotted to such pen- 
sions should in future be limited to 40,000/. in the whole, 
and that, until the present amount shall be brought within 
that limit, it should not be competent to the Crown to 
grant more than 2,000/, in any one year, excluding from 


this limitation any pension which, having been once 
granted and afterwards suspended by the acceptance of 
some other appointment, may again come into course of 
payment. 

It appears further necessary to lay down more precise 
regulations with respect to the periods of service which 
shall in future give a title to such a provision. Your 
Committee, therefore, recommend: 


1. That no person whatever shall be entitled to receive 
a Diplomatic Pension until the expiration of fifteen 
years from the date of his first commission, nor 
unless he shall have actually served ten years. 

2. That no person shall be entitled‘ to a pension of the 
first cla:s (2,000/. a year) unless he shall have 
actually served three years as Ambassador at some 
Foreign Court. 

3. That pensions to Envoys and Ministers Plenipoten- 
tiary at the greater Courts shall not exceed 1,500/. 
a year, and shall not be granted until after five 
years’ residence in that capacity at a Foreign 
Court. ‘ 

4. That pensions to Envoys and Ministers Plenipoten- 
tiary at other Courts, and to Ministers, shali not 
exceed 1,000/. a year after a similar period of resi- 
dence. 

5. That pensions in the remaining class shall not ex- 
ceed 800/. a year, under the same conditions as to 
time of residence. 


It will be proper, further, to provide that all Diplo- 
matic Pensions shall be held subject to the condition of 
forfeiture in case of refusal to proceed to any mission of 
equal or higher rank, and of suspension or abatement in 
any casein which the party receiving the pension may 
be appointed to any other office of profit under the 


rown. 

In addition to these restrictions, the Committee were 
desirous of checking, by some positive rules, a practice 
which has prevailed to a considerable extent—of giving 
retired pensions to Diplomatie servants having sufficient 
private fortunes; but finding, on mature consideration, 
great difficulty in laying down general regulations appli- 
cable to all cases, they think it better to content them- 
selves with expressing their marked disapprobation of 
this practice. It could never, under any circumstances, 
be justifiable; but, if the whole fund be limited, as above 
recommended, to 40,000/., the Committee trust that this 
abuse will be prevented by a consideration of the evi- 
dent injustice of burdening the fund with improper 
charges of this description, to the prejudice of those who 
have equal claims with respect to their service, and 
better claims in respect to their pecuniary circumstances

(2.) Extract from the Report from Select Committee of the House of Commons on Civil Government 
Charges.—October, 1831. 


THE next branch of Expenditure which your Committee 
proceeded to examine was that of the Diplomatic Service; 
and on this subject their inquiries were aided by the Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, who attended for the pur- 
pose of giving any explanxtions that might be required 
from his Department; but before they applied themselves 
to the examination of the details of this Estimate, it a 
peared a matter of serious consideration to examine in 
what manner it might be most consistent with the Public 
interest to provide for the Diplomatic Servants of the 
Crown, Hitherto this branch of Expenditure has been 
borne on the Civil List; and at the Accession of His present 
Majesty it stood as follows: £196,950 for the effective and 
non-effective Diplomacy. 

The Select Committee of 1831, having excluded this 
charge from the Civil List, the first point to be decided by 
your Committee was, whether the Diplomatic Expenditure 


should be hereafter charged on the Consolidated Fund, or 
should be voted annually in Supply. In either case, the 
expenses of Foreign Missions would be brought under the 
full knowledge and control of Parliament; but it appeared 
to your Committee, on deliberation, that it was not expe- 
dient to introduce charges of this nature into the Annual 
Estimates. Your Committee therefore recommend, that a 
provision should be made for this Service, chargeable on 
the Consolidated Fund. This arrangement will ensure, 
that all savings which may be made shal] at once go to 
the Public Account, and will enable Parliament at all 
times to take cognizance of, and pronounce a judgment 
upon, any Diplomatic Expenditure which may properly be 
made the subject of inquiry or animadversion. In order to 
afford an additional security against abuse, it is the opinion 
of your Committee, that a statement of these Accounts 
should be annually laid before the House. 
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These arrangements appear to your Committee to be at 
once calculated to protect the Public interests in the 
Foreign relations of the State, and to guard against impro- 
vident or lavish expenditure. 

The amount which is recommended for the future effec- 
tive Diplomatic Expenditure of the Country, exclusive of 
Pensions to retired Ministers, is £140,000, which not only 
effects the reduction recommended by the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs in November, 1830, but carries 
those reductions still further. : 

This Estimate also makes provision for four new Missions, 
which the state of Europe and of the Americas may render 
it expedient, in the opinion of His Majesty Government, 
to establish, for the protection and promotion of British 
Interests. The Salaries of the First Attachés. heretofore 
defrayed out of the Civil Contingencies, and which amount 
to £2,950 a year, are also included in this Estimate. 

If by temporary vacancies or absences on leave, the 
whole sum included in this Estimate should not be taken, 
the surplus ineach year will become a saving to the Public. 

Your Committee have found, with satisfaction, from the 
letter of the Secretary of State of the 3lst of August, 1831, 
that in deciding upon all future claims for Diplomatic Pen- 
sions, Lord Palmerston proposes to be strictly guided, as to 
the scale and limitation of such Pensions, and as to the 
eventual limitation of their amounts, by the recommenda- 
tion contained in the Third Report of the Finance Com- 
mittee of 1828; an extract from which is inserted, for more 
convenient reference, and for more precise information :— 


‘‘It appears further necessary to lay down more precise 
Regulations with respect to the Periods of Service, which 
shall in future give a title to such a provision. Your Com- 
mittee therefore recommend,— 


“Ist. THaT no Person whatever shall be entitled to re- 
ceive a Diplomatic Pension until] the expiration of 
15 years from the date of his First Commission, nor 
unless he shall actually have served 10 years. 

‘¢ 2nd. THaT no Person shall be entitled to a Pension of 
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the First Class (£2000 a year), unless he shall have 
actually served 3 years as Ambassador at some 
Foreign Court. 

‘6 rd. THaT Pensions to Envoys and Ministers Plenipo- 
tentiary at the greater Courts, shal] not exceed 
£1,500 a year, and shall not be granted until after 5 
years’ residence in that capacity at a Foreign 
Court. 

“4th. Tat Pensions to Envoys and Ministers Plenipo- 
tentiary at other Courts, and to Ministers, shall not 
tee £1000 a year after a similar period of resi- 

ence. 

“5th. TaaT Pensions in the remaining Class shall not 
exceed £800 a year, under the same conditions as 
to time of residence. 


‘*T¢ will be proper further to provide, that all Diplo- 
matic Pensions shall be held subject to the condition of 
forfeiture in case of refusal to proceed to any Mission>f . 
equal or higher rank; and of suspension or abatement in 
any case in which the party receiving the Pension may be 
appointed to any other Office of profit under the Crown. 

** In addition to these restrictions, the Committee were 
desirous of checking, by some positive rules, a practice 
which has prevailed to a considerable extent, of giving 
Retired Pensions to Diplomatic Servants having sufficient 
private fortunes; but finding, on mature consideration, 
great difficulty in laying down general regulations appli- 
cable to all cases, they think it better to content them- 
selves with expressing their marked disapprobation of this 
practice: it could never, under any circumstances, be jus- 
tifiable; but if the whole Fund be limited, as recom. 
mended, to £40.000, the Committee trust that this abuse 
will be prevented by a consideration of the evident injus- 
tice of burthening the Fund with improper charges of this 
description, to the prejudice of those who have equal 
claims with respect to their service, and better claims in 
respect to their pecuniary circumstances.” 

These Retired Diplomatic Pensions will remain to be 
provided for hereafter out of the Consolidated Fund.

Diplomatic Salaries and Pensions. 


IV. And be it further enacted, That it shall be lawful 
for His Majesty, his heirs and successors, to charge upon 
tlte Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland an annual sum of 203,510é. to defray 
the charge of the salaries and allowances of His Majesty’s 
diplomatic servants employed at foreign Courts, and of 
the pensions which have been granted, or may hereafter

Waereas the Act of the Second and Third Years of | Persons holding Diplomatic Pensions may sit in the 


King William the Fourth, Chapter one hundred and 
sixteen, regulates the Conditions on which Pensions shall 
be granted to Persons who have served Her Majesty in 
Diplomatic Offices: And whereas doubts have arisen as 
to whether such Pensions, being those of Reward of 
- Diplomatic Service authorized by Parliament, coine 
within the Provisions of the Act of the Sixth Year of 
Queen Anne, Chapter Seven, which renders any Person 
holding a Pension from the Crown during Pleasure in 
capable of being eiected or of sitting or voting as a Mem- 
ber of the House of Commons: Be it hereby enacted and 
declared by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 


House of Commons. 


I. That Pensions granted for Diplomatic Services, ac- 
cording to the Provisions of the aforesaid Act of the 
Second and Third Years of King William the Fourth, 
shall not disqualify the Holder from being elected or 
sitting or voting as a Member of the House of Commons. 


The Act 2 & 3 W. 4. c. 116, not to be affected 
by this Act. 


II. Nothing contained in this Act shall affect any of 
the Provisions of the aforesaid Act of the Second and 
Third Years of King William the Fourth, for the Regula- 
tion of Diplomatic Pensions.

for a period of at least three years immediately before

Subject to the exceptions and provisions hereinafter 
contained, the superannuation allowance to be granted 
after the commencement of this Act to persons who shall 
have served in an established capacity in the permanent 
Civil Service of the State, whether their remuncration be 
computed by day pay, weekly wages, or annual salary, 
and for whom provision shall not otherwise have been 
made by Act of Parliament, or who may not be specially 
excepted by the authority of Parliament, shall be as follows;

PENSION 


Application of Act to Persons already in the Civil 
Service, but without Prejudice to existing Rights. 


IIT. Nothing herein contained shall interfere with the 
grant, to the officers and clerks who entered the public 
service prior to the 5th day of August, 1829, of such super- 
annuation allowances as might hereafter have been granted 
to them under section 9 of the said Act of the 4th and 5th 
years of King William IV, or shall prevent, restrict, or 
diminish, any other superannuation allowance, pension, gra- 
tuity, or compensation which, if this Act had not heen 
passed, might hereafter have been granted to any person 
who shall have entered the public service before the 
passing of this Act, but, except as aforesaid, the provisions 
hereinafter contained, shall apply as well to persons who 
have already entered the public service, whether before or 
after the said 5th day of August, 1829, as to those who may 
hereafter enter the public service. 


Provision for computing Amount of Superannuation 
to Persons holding professional aad other special 
Offices. 


IV. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Trea- 
sury from time to time, by any order or warrant, to declare 
that for the due and efficient discharge of the duties of 
any office or class of offices to be specified in such order 
or warrant, professional or other peculiar qualifications, 
not ordinarily to be acquired in the public service, are 
required, and that it is for the interest of the public that 
persons should be appointed thereto atan age exceeding that 
at which public service ordinarily begins; and by the same 
or any other order or warrant, to direct that when any 
person now holding or who may hereafter be appointed to 
such office, or any of such class of offices, shall retire from 
the public service, # number of years not exceeding 20, to 
be specified in the said order or warrant, shall, in comput- 
ing the amount of superannuation allowance which may be 
granted to him under the foregoing section of this Act, be 
added to the number of years during which he may have 
actually served, and also to direct that in respect of such 
office or class of offices, the period of service required to en- 
title the holders to superannuation may be a period less 
than 10 years, to be specified in the order or warrant; 
and also to direct that, in respect of such office or class of 
offices, the holder may be entitled to superannuation, 
though he may not hold his appointment directly from the 
Crown, and may not have entered the service with a cer- 
tificate from the Civil Service Commissioners: Provided 
always, that every order or warrant made under this enact- 
ment shall be laid before Parliament. 


Allowances in cases of bodily Injury. 


V. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the Trea- 
sury to grant to any person who, being the holder of an 
office in respect of which a superannuation allowance may 
be granted, but not having completed the period which 
would have entitled him to a superannuation allowance, is 
compelled to quit the public service by reason of severe 
bodily injury, occasioned, without his own default in the 
discharge of his public duty, a gratuity not exceeding 3 
months pay for every 2 years of service, or a superannua- 
tion allowance not exceeding 10-60ths of the annual salary 
and emoluments of this office. 


Power to Treasury to grant Gratuities in cuse of 
short Service. 


VI. It shall be Jawful for the Commissioners of the Trea- 
éury to grant to any person who, being the holder of an 
office in respect of which a superannuation allowance may 
be granted, is constrained, from infirmity of mind or body, 
to leave the public service before the completion of the 
period which would entitle him to a superannuation allow- 
ance, such sum of money by way of gratuity as the said 
Commissioners may think proper, but so as that no such 
gratuity shall exceed the amount of one month’s pay for 
each year of service. 


Power to Treasury to grant Allowances on Abolition 
of Offices. 


Vfl. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the 
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Treasury to grant to any person retiring or removed from 
the public service in consequence of the abolition of his 
office, or for the purpose of facilitating improvements in 
the organization of the department to which he belongs, 
by which greater efficiency and economy can be effected, 
such special annual allowance by way of compensation, as 
on a full consideration of the circumstances of the case may 
seem to the said Commissioners to be a reasonable and just 
compensation for the loss of office; and if the compensation 
shall exceed the amount to which such person would have _ 
been entitled under the scale of superannuation provided 
by this Act, if 10 years were added to the number of 
years which he may have actually served, such allowance 
shall be granted by special minute, stating the special 
grounds for granting such allowance, which minute shall 
be laid before Parliament, and no such allowance shall 
exceed 2-Srds of the salary and emoluments of the office. 


Condition of Grant of full Superannuations to 
public Servants not Heads of Departments. 


VIIF. It shall not be lawful for the Commissioners of the 
Treasury to grant the full amount of superannuation allow- 
ance which can be granted under this Act, to any person 
not being the head officer or one of the head officers of a 
department, unless upon production of a certificate (signed 
by the head officer of the department, or by two head 
officers, if there be more than one) that he has served with 
diligence and fidelity to the satisfaction of such head officer 
or officers; and in every case in which any superannuation 
allowance is granted, after the refusal of such certificate, 
the minute granting it shall state such refusal and the 
grounds on which the allowance is granted. 


Power to Treasury to grant Allowances for special 
Services, and for Demerits in individual Cases. 


IX. Provided, That it shali be lawful for the Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury to grant to any person any super- 
annuation, compensation, gratuity, or other allowance of 
greater amount thgn the amount which might be awarded 
to him under the foregoing provisions, when special services 
rendered by such person, and requiring special reward, 
shall appear to them to justify such increase, but so that 
such allowance shall in no case exceed the salary and 
emeluments enjoyed by the grantee at the time of retire- 
ment, and the grounds of every such increase shall be 
stated in a minute of the Treasury, which shall be laid 
before Parliament; and it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners to grant to any person any such allowance 
of less amount than otherwise would have been awarded 
to him where his defaults or demerit in relation to the 
public service appear to them to justify such diminution. 


Evidence of Infirmtty of Persons under Sixty. 


X. It shall not be lawful to grant any superannuation 
allowance under the provisions of this Act to any person 
who shall be under 60 years, unless upon medical certificate 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of the Treasury 
that he is incapable, from infirmity of mind or body, to 
discharge the duties of his situation, and that such 
infirmity is likely to be permanent. 


Persons superannuated under Sixty may be 
required to serve again. 


X1. Every person to whom a superannuation or compen- 
sation allowance shal! have been granted before he shall 
have attained the age of 60 years shall, until he has attained 
that age, be liable to be called upon to fill, in any part of 
Her Majesty’s dominions in which he shall before have 
served, any public office or situation under the Crown for 
which his previous public services may render him eligible ; 
and if he shall decline, when called upon to do so, to take 
upon him such office or situation, or shal] decline or neglect 
to execute the duties thereof satisfactorily, being in a 
competent state of health, he shall forfeit his right to the 


{ compensation or superannuation allowance which had been 


granted to him. 
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Persons to retain Right to Superannuation on 
Transfer to other Employment under the Crown. 


XII. And whereas it shall be for the advantage of the 
public service that officers holding employments entitling 
them to superannuation allowances under this or other Acts 
shall be eligible for other public employments at home 
and abroad, without forfeiting their claims to such allow- 
ances: 

Every officer already or hereafter to be transferred from 
employment entitling him to superannuation allowance to 
public employment under the Crown not so entitling him 
shall be entitled, on his ultimate retirement from the 
public service, to the same allowance as if he had continued 
to hold the vacated appointment and at the same rate of 
salary as when the same was vacated, subject nevertheless 
to the conditions which would in that case have been 
applicable with respect to the grant of such allowance; pro- 
vided that it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the 
Treasury, in the case of officers transferred to governorships 
and lieutenant-governorships of colonies, and other high 
offices abroad, conferred for a limited period, to grant such 
superannuation allowance to such Officers on the expiration 
of such term of service without a renewal of public em- 
ployment; but any officer to whom such grant is made 
while under the age of 60 yearsshall be subject to the 
same liability to be called upon to fill office under the 
Crown, as herein provided concerning other persons under 
that age to whom like allowances are granted. 


Acts in Schedule to be construed as referring to 
this Act. 


XV. The several sections mentioned in the schedule 
hereto of the several Acts of Parliament, also therein men- 
tioned, shall be construed as if this Act, instead of the said 
Act of the 4th and 5th years of the reign of King William 
IV, had been referred to in the said sections; and such 
other enactments as refer to the scale of superannuation 
allowance established by the provisions hereby repealed, 
of the said Act of King William IV, shall be construed as 
if the scale established by this Act had been referred to.

For the purposes of this Act, no person hereafter 
to be appointed shall be deemed to have served in the 
permanent Civil Service of the State unless such person 
holds his appointment directly from the Crown, or has been 
admitted into the Civil Service with a certificate from the 
Civil Service Commissioners; nor shall any person, already 
appointed to any office, be held to have served in the per-

PENSIONS TO SLAVE TRADE COMMISSIONERS. 


[Extracted from Parliamentary Paper, No. 94, Session I, 1859.] 
Treasury Minute, November 22, 1842. 


Scale of Pensions for Mixed Commission Courts for Suppression of the Slave Trade. 


Reap letter from the Earl of Aberdeen, dated 15th instant, 
referring to the treaty concluded, on the 3rd July last 
between Great Britain and Portugal for the suppression of 
the slave trade, and calling their Lordships’ attention to 
the necessity of providing for the expenditure to be in- 
curred for the Commissions under Article 6 of that treaty 
for the trial] of vessels charged with being concerfed in the 
slave trade. The Commissions to be established are four in 
number: two of these in possessions belonging to Her Ma- 
jesty, and two within the territories of Her most faithful 
Majesty. 

The British possessions named for these Commissions 
are the Cape of Good Hope and Jamaica; the Portuguese 
possessions are Boa Vista, one of the Cape Verd Islands, 
and Loanda, in the province of Angola, on the western 
coast of Africa. The appointments to be made in these 
Commissions, on the part of Her Majesty, are as follows: a 
Commissioner, an arbitrator, and a registrar to reside at 
the Cape of Good Hope, and similar officers at Jamaica; a 
Commissioner and an arbitrator at Boa Vista, and similar 
Officers at Loanda. ° 

Lord Aberdeen submits that the salary to be given to 
the head Commissioner in each of those courts should be 
£1,200 a-year; that the salary to the arbitrator should be 
£800 a-year; and that the salary of the registrar should 
be £500 a-year. In respect to the pensions which may 
eventually be granted to the persons holding these situa- 
tions, his Lordship submite that it will be advisable to 


adopt a modification of the system according to which 
pensions are now granted for services under Slave Trade 
Commissions. He proposes that a graduated scale should 
be adopted, under which a less sum should be given than 
has hitherto been granted for the shortest term required; 
but the sum allotted should eventually be increased in cases 
in which a more lengthened term of service has been com- 
pleted, viz., that an officer, after 12 years’ service actually 
completed at his post, may, on then retiring with the ap. 
proval of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State, be recommended 
for a pension not exceeding four-twelfths of his salary; and 
that in case of his serving longer, the pension for which he 
may be recommended may be increased at the rate of two- 
twelfths of his salary for such further six years’ actual ser- 
vice at his post. Lord Aberdeen further proposes to follow 
the practice hitherto observed of giving to such functionary 
a free passage to his post; and that the sum allotted to 
each for his equipment should be equal in amount to three 
months’ salary. 

Write to Mr. Addington, that my Lords approve of the 
scale of salaries proposed by Lord Aberdeen for the officers 
to be appointed by Her Majesty in the Mixed Commis- 
sions to be established under the treaty between Great 
Britain and Portugal! at the Cape of Good Hope, Jamaica, 
Boa Vista,.and Loanda, and also of the proposed arrange- 
ments with regard to the retired allowances to be hereafter 
granted to those officers. 

Their Lordships also concur with Lord Aberdeen, that

the same arrangements with regard to pensions should be 
carried out in respect to appointments hereafter to be made 
at the Havana, Rio de Janeiro, and Surinam. 

Their Lordships would further suggest, for Lord Aber- 
deen’s consideration, whether the salaries of the officers at 
these last-mentioned stations may not be reduced, as vacan- 
cies occur, to the scale which has been resolved upon for 
the officers to be appointed to the new Mixed Commis- 
sions. Lord Aberdeen will no doubt concur in opinion 
with their Lordships, that the large increase which is about 
to take place in the expense of this department of the 
public service renders it particularly important that the 
entire establishment should be regulated in future with 
every practical attention to economy. : 
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With regard to Sierra Leone, their Lordships admit that 
the unhealthiness of the climate renders it proper that the 
minimum period of service entitling officers to pensions at 
that place should be fixed lower than at other stations; but 
if this period were to be reduced to six years, with an in- 
crease at the rate of two-twelfths of the salary for each fur- 
ther three years’ actual service on the spot, their Lordships 
are of opinion that the salaries at present allotted to the 
officers at that station ought to undergo a very considerable 
reduction. 

Their Lordships see no objection to the course proposed 
with regard to the passages and outfit of the officers to be 
how appointed. ” :

Rules to be observed in the application of the Sums appropriated to Military Half-pay. 


XXVII. And as the sum of £390,000, being the proportion 
of the sam of £531,207 by this Act appropriated to the pay of 
reduced and retired officers which is applicable to the half- 
pay of officers of Her Majesty’s forces, it is hereby enacted 
and declared that the rules hereafter prescribed shall be 
duly observed in the application of the said half-pay (that 
is to say,) That no person who shall, on or before the 28th 
day of July, 1828; have held any civil place or employ- 
ment of profit under Her Majesty, or in the colonies or 

ions of Her Majesty beyond the seas, or under any 
other Government, shall have or receive any part of the 
game for any time during which he shall hold any such 
civil place or employment of profit under Her Majesty, or 
in the colonies or possessions of Her Majesty beyond the 
seas, or under any other Government, except in cases in 
which the same shall not exceed three times the amount of 
the highest rate of half-pay attached to the rank in virtue 
of which he claims to receive half-pay or as hereinafter 
mentioned, nor in any such excepted cases unless Her Ma. 
jesty’s special approbation be signified as aforesaid, and the 
officer claiming the half-pay in pursuance of such approba- 
tion shall signify in his declaration the civil place or em. 
ployment of profit which he may hold or have held as 
aforesaid; but if the net annual emoluments of such civil 
place or employment shall exceed three times the amount 
of half-pay as aforesaid, and shall fall short of four times 
that amount, then it shall be lawful for the paymaster- 
general, with Her Majesty's approbation, signified by the 
Secretary-at-War as aforesaid, to issue, on or before the 
24th day of December, 1858, so much of the half-pay 


claimed by any such officer as shall, together with the net 
annual emoluments of the civil place or employment, be 
equal to four times the amount of such half-pay, and the 
officer claiming the half-pay in pursuance of such approha- 
tion shall specify in his declaration the civil place or employ- 
ment of profit which he may have held as aforesaid, and the 
actual amount of the emoluments thereof, in such manner 
and form, and calculated up to such period or periods, as 
shall be required by the Secretary-at-War; but no person 
who, after the 28th day of July, 1828, has been appointed 
to any civil place or employment of profit (except in Her 
Majesty's household), under Her Majesty, or in the colonies 
or possessions of Her Majesty beyond the seas, or under any 
other Government, shall have or receive any part of the 
same for any time during which heshall hold any such civil 
place or employment of profit (except as aforesaid) under 
Her Majesty beyond the seas, or under any other Govern- 
ment, other than that of a barrack-master under the Secre- 
tary of State for War, who shall, under the restrictions 
before-mentioned, be entitled to receive his half-pay: Pro- 
vided always, that from and after the Ist day of January, 
1859, it shall be lawful for the paymaster-general to issue 
the half-;ay or any portion thereof to any officer appointed 
to civil place or employment of profit under Her Majesty or 
any other Government, since the 28th day of July, 1828, 
if Her Majesty's pleasure to that effect be signified by the 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, through the 
Secretary-at-War, but such permission to be granted 
under the restrictions before mentioned. 


REGULATIONS RESPECTING THE PAY, &c., OF ARTILLERY AND ENGINEER 
OFFICERS DURING THEIR EMPLOYMENT IN THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Extract from Treasury Minute dated October 19,1855. (Parliamentary Paper, No. 58, Session 1863.) 


Ist. That when the services of an officer of Royal Artil- 
lery or Engineers may be required in a Civil Department, 
and absence from his regular duties can be allowed without 
inconvenience to the military service, the Commander- 
in-chief should grant him leave of absence for a period 
not exceeding six months; that in such case the officer 
should remain in regard to rank, pay, and progressive 
promotion, in the same position as he would have been if 

‘granted leave of absence under ordinary circumst: nces 
on account of health or private affairs. That the Civil 
Department employing such officer should make such 
addition to his military pay as will afford him adequate 
remuneration, when added to his pay, for the duty he 
may have to perform. 

2nd. In every case and without exception, if the civil 
duty and employment lasts more than six months, and 
the officer prefer continuing in such employment instead 


of going back to his military duty, he should be made 
supernumerary in his corps; that he should nevertheless 
retain his rank, with the progressive promotion in his 
corps to which his position may entitle him: but that he 
should draw no military pay whatever, the whole of his 
remuneration being provided by the Civil Department in 
which he may be employed; that if at the expiration of 
ten years, or earlier in case his civil employment should 
cease, he should return to his corps, he should in such 
case be considered as supernumerary, and jall into the 
first vacancy; but if after the expiration of ten years he 
should prefer remaining in his civil employment, he 
should then be placed on the retired list of the corps; 
that on such officer first becoming supernumerary, his 
place in his corps should be filled up by an effective officer, 
80 as to keep the corps always complete and efficient.

Art. 1. Whenever any Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary shall arrive at, or depart from any place 
in Her Majesty's dominions where there are forts or bat- 
teries from which salutes are usually tired, he shall be 
saluted with the number of guns specified against his 
rank in the scale § II.; and if an Ambassador shall em- 
bark on board of one of Her Majesty’s ships in an official 
eapacity, he shall also be saluted by such ship, according 
to the said scale, on his going on board, (and should he 
proceed to sea in her) also on his finally leaving her, and 
the same may be observed in a foreign port or colony. 

Art. 2. An Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary shall be entitled to be saluted with the num- 
ber of guns specified against his rank in the scale § II.; 
but he shall be entitled only to the compliment when 
within the precincts of the nation to which he is accre- 
dited; and consequently when he proceeds in a ship of 
war, he is only to be saluted by such ship, on his quitting 
her, after her arrival at his destination; and whenever 
he shall visit in his official capacity any of Her Majesty’s 
ships within the precincts of the territories to which he is 
accredited, he is to be saluted by such ships with the num- 
ber of guns specified against his rank in the scale; but if 
he visits several of Her Majesty’s ships at the same port 
on the same day he shall be saluted only by one of them; 
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and although his visit to any of Her Majesty’s ships or 
vessels may be repeated, he shall be saluted by the same 
ship in the same port only once in 12 months; but when 
he shall embark on the final termination of his mission, 
he shal] be entitled to the same number of guns from any 
_ Her Majesty’s ships which may be ordered to receive 


im. 

The foregoing regulations are to be applicable also 
to the other diplomatic authorities of lower rank than 
that of Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
differing only in the number of guns with which they 
ae to be saluted, as stated against their ranks in the 
scale. 

Art. 3. It is to be understood that salutes, in con- 
formity to the foregoing regulations, shall be fired in 
compliment (from either forts or ships) to those foreign 
diplomatic authorities only whose nations pay the same 
compliments to Her Majesty’s diplomatic ministers in 
their territories. 

Art.4. Her Majesty’s Consuls-General, or Consuls, or 
the Members of a British Factory, shall be saluted . 
with the number of guns mentioned against their rank in 
scale §1I., on their going on board, or on their leaving 
any one of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels, but this to be 
done only in the foreign ports to which they respectively 
belong, and only once in 12 months from the same ship or 
vessel, and to the same person.

Provisions for Support of Churches and Chapels, &c., 
in Foreign Ports and Places where a Chaplain is 
appointed and maintained by Subscription ; Consuls 
authorized to advance for such Purpose a sum equal 
to the Amount subscribed. 


X. And whereas Churches and Chapels for the Perform- 
ance of Divine Service, according to the Rites and Cere- 
monies of the United Church of England and Ireland, or 
of the Church of Scotland, have been erected, and pro- 
per Grounds have been appropriated and set apart for the 
Interment of the dead, in divers rege Ports and Places, 
and Chaplains have been appointed for the Performance 
of Divine Service in the said Churches and Chapels, and 
are now resident in such Foreign Ports and Places; and 
it is expedient to afford Encouragement for the Sup- 
port of the Churches and Chapels so erected as aforesaid, 
and to promote the Erection of other Churches and Cha.

considerable numbers, for the purposes of Trade or other.

it shall and may be Jawful for all His Majesty’s Subjects 
residing or being at any such Foreign Port or Place as

General Meetings may establish Rules for the Manage- 
ment of such Churches, &c., subject to the Sanction of 
the Consul, who shall transmit the same for His 
Majesty's Approbalion. 

XV. And be it further enacted, That it shall and may 
be lawful for any such General Meeting as aforesaid to 
make and establish, and from [ime to Time, as Oc- 
casion may require, to revoke alter, and render such 
General Rules, Orders,and Regulations, as may appear to 
them to be necessary for the due and proper Use and 
Management of such Churches, Chapels, Hospitals, and 
Burial-Grounds as aforesaid, or for the proper Control 
over and Management of such Churches, Chapels, Hos- 
pitals, Burial-Grounds as aforesaid, or for the proper 
Control over and Expenditure of the Money raised by 
any such subscription as aforesaid, or otherwise in rela-

General or Consul for the Time being, appointed by His 
Majesty to reside and actually resident at such Foreign 
Port or Place; and provided also, that the same shall, by 
such Consul-General or Consul, be transmitted by the first 
convenient Opportunity for His Majesty’s Approbation ; 
and that it shall be and may be lawful for His Majesty, by 
any Order to be by him issued through One of His Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State, either to confirm or disallow any 
such Rules, Orders, and Regulations, either in the whole 
or in part, and to make such Amendments and Alterations 
in or Additions to the same, or any of them, as to His 
Majesty shall seem meet, or to suspend for any Period of 
Time the Execution thereof, or any of them, or otherwise 
to direct or prevent theexecution thereof, or any of them, 
in such Manner as to His Majesty shall seem meet; and 
all Orders so to be issued by His Majesty in relation to 
the Matters aforesaid, through One of His Principal Secre- 
taries of State, shal] be recorded in the Office of the said 
Consul-General or Consul at the Foreign Port or Place to 
which the same may refer, and shall be of full Force, 
Effect, and Authority upon and over all His Majesty's 
Subjects there resident. 
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. REGULATIONS FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF BRITISH CHURCH AFFAIRS 
At Foreign Ports and Places. 
Made and issued by Her Majesty, through one of Her Principal Secretaries of State, under the 
authority of the Act 6 Geo. IV., Cap. 87.* 


I. It is the duty of every Consul of Her Majesty, residing 
at a foreign port where a British chapel is maintained 
under the Act 6 Geo. IV, cap 87, to pay strict attention to 
the provisions of that Act, an extract from which is here- 
unto prefixed; and all British subjects residing at such 
. port, ought in like manner to make themselves acquainted 
with the same. 

Il. It will be the duty of Her Majesty’s Consul, to see 
that the orders of the Secretary of State, in regard to the 
matters to which the above-mentioned Act applies, are 
obeyed. If they are not obeyed, the allowance granted hy 
Her Majesty’s Government will be discontinued. 

III. Two general meetings of British residents are to be 
held in each year at the British Consulate. The Consul 
will summon those meetings by giving public notice thereof 
seven days at least before the day of meeting. 

IV. The first annual meeting must be held early in the 
year, and at that Meeting a Committee should be appointed 
to superintend the temporal affairs of the Church. This 
Committee is to consist of three officers: namely, a 
treasurer and two trustees. These three officers are to be 
elected by a majority of the votes of persons present at 
such meetings. 

V. The Committee will collect subscriptions, and will 
defray the ordinary expenses of the Church; will carry 
into effect the resolutions of the general meetings; will 
attend to any ordinary business connected with Church 
matters; will examine into any measure which it may be 
desirable for the General Meetings to adopt; and will 
report thereupon to the meetings. But such Committee is 
not empowered to make any regulations; to incur any 
extraordinary expenditure; nor to take any steps which 
these regulations do not specifically authorize, without 
having first obtained the sanction of a general meeting of 
British Residents ; and no meetings, excepting the general 
meetings, held according to the provisions of the Act, will 
have the power of making rules and regulations, or of 
passing resolutions upon subjects connected with the tem- 
poral interests of the Church. 

VI. At the second general meeting in each year, which 
should be held towards the close of the year, the Committee 
will render their accounts, and will make to the meeting a 
report on the affairs of the Church. 

VII. Extraordinary general meetings may be summoned, 
and held at any time during the year, when the Consul may 
have any official communication to make to the residents, 
or when two or more subscribers, entitled to vote, shall 
make a requisition to the Consul to summon such a 
Meeting, and shall state the subjects which they may wish 
thereat to bring under consideration. 

VIII. Any person who has subscribed 201., either in one 
sum, or by an aggregate of several sums, for the purposes 
mentioned in the Act, is entitled to be present and to vote 
at general meetings, during the first year after the 201. 
shall have been so paid; and such person will become 
entitled to be present and to vote in each subsequent year 
for which he shall have made a further payment of 3. 
But no person can be entitled to be present, or to vote at 
any such meeting, who shal] not have actually made such 
payments before the notice for such meeting shall have 
been issued by the Consul, and who shall not have been 
domiciled in the place for six months. And in case no 
person shal] have qualified himself to be present and to vote 
at general meetings, the management of the Church affairs 
will devolve entirely on the Consul, who will appoint a 
Committee to superintend the affairs of the Church under 
his direction. . 

IX. All British subjects resorting to or residing at a 
Foreign Port or Place, where a British Church Establish- 
ment is maintained under the Act 6 Geo. IV, cap. 87, have 
a right to subscribe towards the maintainance of such 
Church Establishment, and the Treasurer cannot refuse to 
receive such subscriptions. 

X. General meetings have the power of making rules and 
regulations. Ali rules, regulations, proceedings, and 
minutes of general meetings, are to be signed by the 
Consul as Chairman of the meeting, and are to be entered 
in a register book which must be kept at the British Con- 
sulate. Any subscribers entitled to vote may have access 
to that register book. 

XI. Copies of all such rules, regulations, roceedings, 
and minutes, are to be transmitted by the Consul, to the 
Secretary of State, by the first convenient opportunity, for 
the approbation of Her Majesty. 


XII. It is the duty of the Consul to see that the pro- 
visions of the Act of Parliament are strictly complied with ; 
and for thie purpose it is expressly enacted by the 15th 
section of the Act, that ‘‘no rule, order, or regulations, 
shall be of any force or effect unless or until the same shall 
be sanctioned and approved by the Consul.”” The proceed- 
ings of the Committee, therefore, as well as the proceedings 
of general meetings, must be sanctioned by the Consul. 
But as the Consul’s instructions enjoin him to promote 
peace, harmony, and govod-will amongst Her Majesty's 
subjects, he will not unnecessarily oppose any measure 
which the residents may be desirous of adopting. If he 
should judge such measure to be inexpedient, or contrary 
to the interests of Her Majesty's service, he should abstain 
from sanctioning the measure, and should refer it to the 
Secretary of State, whose decision thereupon will be final. 

XIII. The Act of Parliament gives no power to the 
Residents to interfere with the spiritual administration of 
the Church; this must be left to the Chaplain, who is 
accountable to the Crown for his proceedings. On the 
other hand, the Act gives no power to the Chaplain to 
interfere in the temporal administration of Church affairs; 
these matters must be left to the general meetings of 
British residents. 

XIV. Only one Chaplain, is to be attached to each 
Church to which an allowance is granted by Her Majesty's 
Government under the Act 6 Geo. IV, cap. 87. 

XV. All Chaplains who are appointed under the Act, 
hold such their offices for and during the pleasure of the 
Crown, and no longer; and the pleasure of the Crown is to 
be signified to them by the Secretary of State. 

XVI. Sacramental alms and oblations are to be dis- 
tributed by the Ch’plain, and are not to be entered in the 
Treasurer's accounts. 

XVH. All Church accounts are to be kept in the cur- 
rency of the country in which the chapel is situated; but 
when those accounts are submitted to Her Majesty’s 
Government, they must be rendered in the form which is 
annexed to these regulations, and the equivalent of the 
principal items inserted in the accounts must be stated in 
British sterling money, at the average exchange of the year. 

XVIII. Her Majesty’s Government is authorized, by the 
Act of Parliament, to grant in each year, to British Church 
Establishments at foreign ports, sums not exceeding the 
amount actually raised during the year by voluntary sub- 
scription or by rate among Her Majesty's subjects resident 
at such ports. Her Majesty’s Government will not, how- 
ever, always grant the full amount authorized by the Act, 
but will grant only such amount as may be deemed 
expedient by the Secretary of State, after he shall have 
examined the Church accounts. Those accounts must be 
rendered to Her Majesty's Government as soon as possible 
after the 3lst of December in each year. 

XIX. The Consul and the Chaplain are to recollect that 
the Act 6 Geo. IV, cap. 87, which authorizes Her Majesty's 
Government to afford pecuniary assistance to British 
chapels at foreign ports, does not allude to, and therefore 
will not render valid, any marriage’ between British subjects 
or between a British subject and a foreigner, which may be 
solemnized in such chapels, unless such marriage be declared 
or deemed valid by some other law of the United Kingdom. 

XX. The preceding Regulations respecting the manage- 
ment of Church affairs are also to be applied to the ma- 
nagement of the affairs of British burial grounds provided 
at foreign ports under the provisions of the Act 6 Geo. IV, 
ce. 87. The affairs of the burial ground should, however, 
be kept distinct from the Church affairs. The annual 
expense of maintaining such burial groundsin order should 
be paid by fees on interments; and whenever these fees 
produce a surplus beyond the expenses, such surplus must 
be in British Government or other public sufficient security 
in the joint names of the Consul and of two Trustees; and 
no portion of such surplus can be applied to any other pur- 
poses than the repairs of the burial ground, without the 
previous sanction of the Secretary of State, signified 
through the Consul. The interests on money so invested 
should annually be received, and should be carried to the 
credit of the burial ground fund; and a report of the state 
of this fund, together with the burial ground accounts, 
must be sent off to the Secretary of State, as soon as 
possible after the 3lst of December in each year. 

XXI. These Regulations are to be recorded in the office 
of the Consul and shall be of full force, effect, and authority 
over all Her Majesty’s subjects resident at

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ACT TO ENABLE BRITISH DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR AGENTS ABROAD TO 
ADMINISTER OATHS AND DO NOTARIAL ACTS. 


Act 18 & 19 Vic., Cap. XLIL—July 2, 1855. 


WHEREAS by an Act of the Sixth Year of King George 
the Fourth, Chapter Eighty-seven, Powers are given to 
British Consuls General and Consuls to administer Oaths 
and do Notarial Acts in the Foreign Places to which they 
are appointed; and it is expedient that the like Powers 
should be given to Ambassadors and other Diplomatic 
Agents and to Vice-Consuls and Consular Agents Abroad : 
Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


Oaths may be administered by Ambassadors and other 
British Ministers Abroad, 


I. From and after the passing of this Act, it shall and 
may be lawful for every Brittsh Ambassador, Envoy, 
Minister, Chargé d’Affaires, or Secretary of Embassy or 
of Legation exercising his Functions in any Foreign 
Country, and for every British Vice-Consul, Acting Con- 
sul, Pro-Consul, or Consular Agent (as well as every 
Consul General or Consul) exercising his Functions in 
any Foreign Place, whenever he shall be thereto required, 
and whenever he shall see necessary, to administer in 
such Foreign Country or Place any Oath or to take any 
Affidavit or Affirmation from any Person whomsoever, 
and also fo do and perform in such Foreign Country or 
Place all and every Notarial Acts or Act which any Notary 
Public could or might be required and is by Law em- 

owered to do within the United Kingdom of Great 

ritain and Ireland; and every such Oath, Affidavit, or 
Affirmation, and every such Notarial Act, administered, 
sworn, affirmed, had, or done by or before such Ambas- 
sador, Envoy, Minister, Chargé d’Affaires, Secretary of 
Embassy or of Legation, Vice-Consul, Acting Consul, 
Pro-Consul, or Consular Agent, shall be as grod, valid, 
and effectual, and shall be of like Force and Effect, to all 
Intents and Purposes, as if such Oath, Affidavit, or Affir- 
mation, or Notarial Act, respectively, had been adminis- 
tered, sworn, affirmed, had, or done before any Justice of 
the Peace or Notary Public in any part of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland, or before any other 
legal or competent Authority of the like Nature.

An Act to regulate the payment of Salaries and Allowances to British Consuls at Foreign Ports, 
and the Disbursements at such Ports for certain public purposes. 


His Majesty may grant Salaries to Consuls. 
Waereas the Provision which hath been hitherto made 
for the Maintenance and Support of the Consuls General 


and Consuls appointed by His Majesty to reside within the — 


-Dominions of Sovereigns and Foreign States in Amity with 
His Majesty, out of the Money applicable under the Third 
Class of His Majesty's Civil List, as specified in the Schedule 
annexed to an Act made in the First Year of His Majesty’s 
Reign, intituled “An Act for the Support of His Majesty’s 
_ Household, and for the Honour and Dignity of the Crown 

of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland,” is 
inadequate to the Maintenance and Support of such Con- 
suls General and Consuls; and it is expedient to make 
further and due Provision for that ; be it therefore 
enacted by the King's Most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, That it shall and may be 
lawful for His Majesty, by any Order or Orders to be issued 
by and with the Advice of His Privy Council. to grant to 
all or any of the Consuls General or Consuls appointed by 
His Majesty to reside within any of the Dominions of any 
Sovereign or Foreign State or Power in Amity with His 
Majesty, such reasonable Salaries as to His Majesty shall 
seem meet, and by and with such Advice as aforesaid, from 
Time to Time to alter, increase, or diminish any such Sala- 
ries or Salary as Occasion may require.

Council, and that an Account of the Particulars of all such 
Expenditure shal] by the first convenient Opportunity be 
transmitted by such Consul General or Consul for His

Secretaries of State.

ORDER IN COUNCIL REGULATING THE ADMISSION OF PERSONS TO THE CIVIL 
SERVICE OF THE CROWN. 
At the Court at Buckingham Palace, May 21. 1855; 
. PRESENT, 
The Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


WHEREAS, itis expedient to make provision for testing, 
according to fixed rules, the qualifications of the young 
men who may from time to time he proposed to be ap- 
pointed to the junior situations in any of Her Majesty’s 
Civil Establishments. 


Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice 


and consent of Her Privy Council, doth order, and it is 
hereby ordered, that the Right Honourable Sir Edward 
Ryan, Assistant Comptroller-General of the Exchequer: 
John George Shaw Lefevre, Esq., Companion of the 
Bath, Clerk Assistant to the House of Lords; and Ed- 

ward Romilly, Esq., Chairman of the Board of Audit; 
or such other persons as Her Majesty may from time to 
time approve in the stead of them or any of them; shall 
be Commissioners for conducting the examination of the 
young men so proposed to be appointed to any of the 
junior situations in the Civil Establishments as aforesaid, 
and shall hold their offices during the pleasure of Her 
Majesty, and shall have power, subject to the approval 
of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, to ap- 
point from time to time such Assistant Examiners and 
others as may be required to assist them in the perform- 
ance of the duties hereinafter assigned to them. 

And it is hereby ordered that the Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury do prepare and submit to Parlia- 
ment an estimate for the remuneration of a Secretary to 
the said Commissioners, and of such Examiners and 
others as may be required to assist in the performance 
of their duties. 

And it is hereby ordered, that all such young men as 
may be proposed to be appointed to any junior situation 
fn any department of the Civil Service shall, before they 
are admitted to probation, be examined by or under the 
directions of the said Commissioners, and shall receive 
from them a certificate of qualification for such situa- 


tion. 

And it shall be the duty of the Commissioners, in re- 
spectof every such candidate, before granting any such 
certificate as aforesaid— 

lst, to ascertain that the candidate is within the limits 


of age prescribed in the department to which he 
desires to be admitted; 


2nd, to ascertain that the candidate is free from any 
physical defect or disease which would be likely to 
interfere with the proper discharge of his duties : 

3rd, to ascertain that the character of the candidate is 
such as to qualify him for public employment; and 

4th, to ascertain that the candidate possesses the re- 
quisite knowledge and ability for the proper dis- 
charge of his official duties. 


The Rules applicable to each department under each 
of the above heads should be settled, with the assistance 
of the Commissioners, according to the discretion of the 
chief authorities of the department; but, except that 
candidates for admission to any of the junior situations 
in any branch of the Civil Service will be required to 
obtain certificates of qualification as aforesaid, such Ex- 
amining Board shall not make any alteration in respect 
to the nomination or appointment of candidates by those 
who are or may be charged with the duty of nomination 
and appointment. 

After the candidate has passed his Examination, and 
received his certificate of qualification from the Commis- 
sioners, he shall enter on a period of probation, during 
which his conduct and ca ,acity in the transaction of 
business shal] be subjected to such tests as may be deter- 
mined by the chief of the department for which he is in- 
tended, and he shall not be finally appointed to the pub- 
lic service unless upon satisfactory proofs of his fitness 
being furnished to the chief of the department after six 
months’ probation. 

And it is, lastly, hereby ordered, that in case the chief 
of any department considers it desirable to appoint to 
any situation, for which there are no prescribed limits of 
age, a person of mature age, having acquired special 
qualifications for the appointment in other pursuits, 
such person shall not, in virtue of this Order, be required 
to obtain any certificate from the said Commissioners in 
order to obtaining such appointment, but the chief of 
the department shall cause the appointment of any person 
not previously examined to be formally recorded as hay- 
ing been made on account of special qualifications.

REASONS FOR KEEPING THE TEETH CLEAN. 

At a Meeting of the American Academy, December, 1849, a Paper was read by Dr. H. I. Bowprrcn, on the animal 
and vegetable parasites infesting the teeth, with the effects of different agents in causing their removal and destruction. 
Microscopical examinations had been made of the matter deposited on the teeth and gums of more than forty individuals, 
selected from all classes of society, in every variety of bodily condition; and in nearly every case animal and vegetable 
parasites in great numbers had been discovered. Of the animal parasites there were three or four species, and of the 
vegetable, one or two. In fact, the only persons whose mouths were found to be completely free from them, cleansed. 
their teeth four times daily, using soap once. One or two of these individuals also passed a thread between the teeth to 
cleanse them more effectually.

Tobacco juice and smoke did not impair their 
vitality in the least. The same was also true of the chlorine toothwash, or pulverised bark, of soda, ammonia, and 
various other popular detergents. The application of soap, however, appeared to destroy them instantly. We may 
hence infer that this is the best and most powerful specific for cleansing the teeth. In all cases where it has been tried. 
it receives unqualified conimendation. It may also be proper to add, that none but the purest white soap, free from all 
discolora ions, should be used.—AmeERICAN ANNUAL OF SCIENTIFIC DiscovERY.
